* VING now compleated the XLIVth Volume of the Gen- 
Hi tleman’s Magazine, we are authorized * to attribute to the 
publication of that work, the eftablifhment of charitable’ 
focieties abroad and at home, that do honourto humanity. *  . 
From the year 1745, to that of 1763 ¢, the Editors laboured oc- , 
cafionally to recommend to public confideration the poffibility of. 
preferving the human fpecies, by extending the medical art to per- 
fons under the appearance of fudden death; but it was not till the, 

ar 1767, that a few wealthy gentlemen of the city of Amfterdam, . 
ftruck with the variety of inftances in which pedple falling into the. 
water were loft for want of proper treatment, formed themfelves in- 
toa fociety, at theirown expence, to attempt the recovery of drowned 
perfons. Tele gentlemen purfued their defigh with fo much zeal. 
and fuccefs,. that, in the. fpace.of fix years, they had the fatisfaction 
to find, that, in not lefs than 210 cafes, drowned perfons were re- 
covered by the means pointed out by them, and recommended in 
the United Provinces by advertifements, and other publications. 

The great fuccefs of this undertaking, and the advantages accru-_ 
ing from it to the ftate, foon induced each of the Provinces of the 
Republic of the Low Countries to take proper meafares for fecuring 
the benefit it offered, by enjoining all public perfons, over whom 
their ftri@ rules of police gave them a conftant {way, to obferve the. 
fociety’s dire€tions, and to lend their affiftance in following them, 
through their refpective diftri€ts, upon pain of difpleafure, mulkts, | 
and punifhment. 

This worthy fociety communicated to us, from time to time, the 
refult of their proceedings ; and we, as often as room would permit, 
co-operated with them, in making known the means ufed, and the 
fuccefs that atténded their laudable endeavours, (Sce Vol. XLI. 
p. 512, Vol. XLILI. p. 174. 

The falutary effects of this inflitution remained not .confined to 
the United Provinces. The Boards of Health at Venice, at Milan, 
and Padua, adopted it: the city of Hamburgh did the fame: the 
Emprefs of Ruffia pa aa | it, and ordered the Dutch publi-- 
cation and inftru@tions to’be tranflated for her dominions: the Ems 
prefs of Germany, by fpecial edi&ts and mandates, gave very parti- 
cular encouragement to the practice ; the French have found means’ 
to unite it with the particular police of their capital: and’ England | 
has, at fength, alfo received it, our metropolis having‘now its So- . 
ciety for the Recovery of Drowned Perfons, under the fanction of a late 
firit magiftrate. ' 

Thete feveral focieties and inftitutions have publifhed their me- 
moirs, tranfactions, reports, and obfervations. 

The cafes defcribed in thofe various publications (feme of which 
we have already related in the volumes above referred to) fufficiently

ather cafee. mach more extraordinarv.were adduced : hut thev were then thoushtda 
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Prove the-advantages arifine from an obfervance of their rules. It 
appears, from thafe,cafes, that perfons of all ages, from. two years 
old, to-feventy and, ypwards, haye been recovered, though apparent] 
dead ‘when brought on fhore ; that many. perfans have been refllirede 
who have been immerfed from fifteen, minutes to an hour and a half, 
and more; and in fach inftances as nothing lefs_ than, the moft._ in- 
difputable teftimony could"-render. credible. And, notwithftanding. 
the narrow limits. to which thefe various inftitutions have crmkiped 
thémnfelves, namely the fele attempt af recovering fuch as were 
drowned, they have, hevertheléfs, difcoyered, by experience, what 
-was hardly credited when reported by us, that relief may alfo be gi- 
ven in othér accidents, where it has been ufual to defpair.of it.; fuch 
as fuffocation by fulphurous vapours and noxious air; alfo.in cafes 
of ftrangling, overlaying, canvulfive fits, apparent death by cold 
and other caules. 

But, furprifing as thefe difcoyeries feemed, they-had already been 
proved ‘practicable in Great Britain ; the Gentleman’s Magazine had, 
long before given inftances, not alone.of recoveries from drowning, 
but of relief from the effects of damps in mines, of the vzpour of live 
coals, of the confined air of wells and vaults, the confequences of 
various fits and accidents, which fuddenly deprive the body of breath, 
It- might, therefore, fooner have been underftood, that, as this. 
kingdom is more interefted than any other nation in the art of ref- 
toring perfons under the appearance of fudden death,— and as eafily 
might it-have been conceived, that the mines of different forts def- 
troying yearly numbers of men by their fatal damps, as alfo, that 
perfons coming to untimely deaths by various cafualties, being more 
frequent in this than in other cquntries, — the means of recovery 
would be of the utmoft confequence. _ 

We have lately been informed, that a general plan, agreeable to, 
the idea of extenfive utility formerly fet forth by us (all partial at- 
tempts being inadequate), was offered to this country about two 
years az; by a gentleman who ftudied and practifed phyfic abroad. 
This plan. wes calculated to introduce_at large into this kingdom the 
pragjice of reftoying perfons. to life under all circumfiances producing the. 
appearance’ of fudden death. from caufes known or unknown, where the, 
parts effential to life aré not deftroyed. An undertaking of this kind, 
properly, eticguraged and cultivated, would have taken root in every 
part of this, country, and would have been productive of numberlefs 
recoveries, as foon-as the unjverfality of the praétice had demonftra- 
ted, that the means propofed were applicable to that multitude of 
cafes where the animal powers are in reality only fufpended, and re- 
main capable of renewing,all their functions, on being put into mo- 
tion again. 

Why this ueful fclieme was difregarded may, parhaps, be lefs 
owing to.neglect, than to the want of the neceilary affiftance of a 
well-regulated police, which co-operates to eftablifh matters that 
require public concurrence. 

3e this as it may, our fieady endeavours in contributing to the dif- 
play of fubjects the moft interefting to mankind, fhall continue to 
charaéterife the work in which we are engaged, whatever may be 
the purfujt of our. numcrous.competitors.

it was propofed to confider it claufe by 
claufe ; .in confequence of which, the 
claufe relative to the appointment of 
the governor and council became the 
fubjec of the day. 

Mr. Demptter moved, that the Di- 
rectors fhould have the nomination of 
the governor, &c. with a negative 
power in his Majelty; and if a tecond 
time the King thould difapprove, and 
put a negative on their choice, that then 
his Majefty fhould be at liberty to ap 
point. This was moved as an amend- 
ment, and to be inferted by way of 
claufe. After a long debate and much 
altercatic>, the queftion was at laf put 
for the amendment,. and the Houfe di-

The petition of feveral of the pro 
prietore of the Eaft India Company, 
poffefied of soo]. capital E. 1. ftock, or 
more,but iets than 1o0ol. was prefented 
to the Houle, and counfel heard againft 
the claufe whereby the faid proprictors 
are to be deprived of the right of vo- 
ting, agreeable to the terms of their 
charter. 

Mr. Lockhart Gordon and Mr. A- 
diir were the gentlemen deputed: to 
{peak to the petition; the former of 
whom delivered his objeétions to the 
claufe in queftion in fo mafterly aman- 
ner, and arraigned the fhameful cone 
du&t of adminiftration with fuch poig- 
nancy, and was fo well fuppored: by 
Mr, Adair, that the treafury-bench 
theught it more prudent to truft te 
their numbers than to make any reply. 

Mr. Gordon and Mr. Adair were 
therefore ordered to withdraw, and the 
following motion was made, and the 
queSion put; 

‘* That it does not appear to this 
Houfe, that the proprietors of sool. 
capital ftock in the united Company of 
Merchants of England trading to the 
Eaft Indies,have been guilty of any de- 
linquency in the exercife of their char- 
ter-rights, accurding to the feveral aéts 
ot parliament made in that behalf.” 
‘The previous queftion was then pyt, 
whether that queftion fhould be put, 
and it paffed in the negative. Then 
Meffis. Gordon and Adair were a fe-

ye fecond divifion was. occafioned by 
Mr Dempfter’s propofal in the clauie 
relative to the appointing of the chief 
juftice and judges, that they thould be 
aominated, being barrifiers of not lefs 
than five years flanding, viz. to add, 
after the word Sarriffers, the words or 
anembers of the faculty of advocates in 
Scotland; to which Mx, Whitworth mo- 
ved, that the barritters of Ireland might 
be included; and Dr. Burrell, that 
the civil-law doétors in England might 
alfo- be admitted, and joined with the 
Seots advoc:tes in Mr. Dempfter's mo- 


tion, The whole of which being:about 
to be. put, Lord Folkftone and Mr+ 
Whitworth defired the queftion might 
be divided, and the fenfe of the Houfe 
taken feparately. upon each. Accor- 
dingly, the firft queftion was put, upon: 
adding the words England and Iveland, 
which paffed in the affirmative, with- 
out.adivifion. The Speaker then put 
the other part of the queftion, relative 
to the advocates of Scotland, together 
with Dr. Burrell’s addition of the civil- 
law doétors in England, upon which 
the Houfe divided, whether thofe words:

193, Ayes 6, 

Several blanks were filled up before: 
the laft divifiors and the names: of the 
governors and council inferted. After 
Warren Haitings, Efq; (the prefent 
governor) had been inferted as gover- 
nor- general, Lieutenant- Genera! John 
Clavering was propofed as a counfele 
lor ; but an amendment was offered, 
and Lieutenant-General Moncktow 
propofed in his reom ; upon which the 
Houfe divided, Ayes 60, Noes r15, 
Then the names of the four counfel- 
lors were inferted in the bill, viz. 
Lieutenant-General John Clavering, 
Hon, John Monfon, Richard Bar- 
well, Efq;, (one of the prefent counci’ 
at Calcutta), and Philip Francis, Etq. 
The bill was, at length, ordered to be 
engroffed, to be read a third time om 
June the roth, when, after feverak 
warm debates, the queftion was put 
whether the bill fhould pafs? Ayes 
43r, Noes 21. 

It afterwards met with the warmeft. 
oppofition in the Houfe of Lords. 

The Eaft India Company prefented: 
a petition againft its pafling into a law,, 
and counfel were employed to enforce 
the petition. Thirteen Lords entered: 
their proteft againft it, yet it paffed: 
the Houfe, and, atthe end of the fef- 
fion, received the royal affent. 

As the moft forcible arguments a~ 
gainft tke bill are ali comprized in the 
Lords proteft, that proteft is here infert- 
ed without abbreviation. 


The LORDS PROTEST againft paf- 
fing the Ealt-India Regulating- Bill, 
Diffentient, 

BECAUSE the preamble to this bill, 
ftating defe&is in the powers of the 
Eaft-India Company, abufes in its ad- 
miniftration, and injuries to public and 
commercial credit, ought to have beer 
fupported by evidence adapted to the 
naure ef the feverat matters algae 
; ud 
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But the produétion of charters has heen 
tefufed by the Houfe; no witneffes 
have been called to_afcertain the exift- 
ence or quality of the fuppofed abufes ;. 
no enquiry has been made into-the con- 
dition of public credit;. and no-ftate of 
the Company’s commercial affairs have 
ever been: laid before us. 

2dly, Becaufe, if the defeéts in the 
chartersy.and abufes in the adminiftra- 
tion of the Company, exift in the man- 
ner ftated in the preamble, no effeétual 
provifion is made im the enacting part 
of the bill for fupplying the one, or 
reforming the other ; on the contrary, 
the utmoft diftraétion is introduced: in- 
to the whole ceconomy of their affairs. 
The nomination to the fubordinate pre- 
fidencies, and inferior offices in India, 
is left to the Company; but a fuperior 
prefidency is appointed by parliament 
to govern thofe inferior officers. The 


‘ fuperior prefidency is to receive orders 


from the Court of Dire&tors; but- it is 
left to the private will of the King how 
far thefe orders fhall.be obeyed.. The 
Prefidency is appointed, to- make ordi- 
nances and regulations, but neither 
Diref&tors or Company are to determine 
en their validity. The King alone is 
to allow or difallow thofe aéts, as he 
fhall chufe to-fignify his pleafure under 
his fign-manual.—This mode of vet- 
ing ultimately the whole management 
of the Company’s weighty political af- 
fairs, their vaft revenues, and. their ex- 
tenfive commerce in the King’s private 
direction, without any provifion.in the 
bill for the intervention of any pwblic 
body, (either the Eatt-India Company 
er the Privy-Council) or any refponfi- 
ble public minifter, is, we infift, not 
only an high and dangerous violation 
of the yet unqueftioned charters of the 
Company, but a total fubverfion of all 
the principles of the law and conftitu- 
tion of this kingdom, 

- gdly, Becaufe the ele&tion of execu- 
tive officers in parliament, is plainly 
unconfitutional, and an example of 
the moft pernicious kind, produétive 


of intrigue and fa&tion, and calculated : 


for extending a corrupt influence in the 
crown. It frees minifters from refpon- 
fidility, whillt it leaves them all the 
effect of patronage. It defeats the wife 
defign of the conftitution, which placed 
the nomination of all officers, either 
immediately ‘or derivatively in the 
crowns winlft it committed the check 
upon improper nominations to parlia- 
ment. But this bill, by confounding 
thofe powers which thie conftitution 


meant to keep feparate, has deftroyed 
this controul, along with evcry wife 
provifion of the laws'to prevent abules,, 
either in the nomination to, or exercife 
of, office. _ : 
4thly, Becaufe this ufurpation of the 
Company's rights in appointing the 
fervants is loaded with the additional 
injuftice of a compulfory payment of 
falaries, arbitrarily fixed and chargea~ 
ble on the Company’s revenues,, with~ 
cut their confent. 
sthly, Becaufe the violation of the 
charter is not juftified by: the import- 
ance of the provifions of ‘this bi, 
which operates only to transfer patrom~ 
age without conferring new powers, ‘it 
being exprefsly provided by the bill, 
that thefe powers fhould be the fame as. 
were formerly exercifed by the Com- 
pany’s fervants, under the Company's 
authority ; neither is any advantage 
gained with regard to the particular of- 
ficers named in this bill, the perfon firtt 
in.rank and importance in the new par= 
liamentary prefidency, being the very 
fame now at the head of the Company's 
prefidency in Bengal. We mean to 
reflect neither upon that gentleman, nor 
on any other appointed, who (for any 
thing we know to the contrary) may be 
men of competent ability and ‘good 
charaéter ; but we think ourfelves 
bound to déclare againft the maniféft 
contradiétion and abfurdity of this bill, 
which, ftating abufes as now exifting 
in India, for the groutid of its regula- 
tions, yet appoints the very perfons to 
prefide there, who, if the allegations.ia 
the bill be true, inuft be concerned, ei- 
ther by negleé&t, or aftual commiffion, 
in all the abufes complained of. 
6thly, Becaufe the appointing judges 
by the nomination of the Crown, with 
large falaries payable out of the Coms 
pany’s revenue, without the Company's 
confent either to the appointment or 
the payment, is an aét of flagrant in- 
juftice, and an outrage on all the rights 
of property. No neceffity can be plead~ 
ed in favour of this violence, as the 
Company did Jaft year voluntarily pro« 
pofe a nomination of judges, with far 
better provifions for fecuring a proper 
: than any contained in this 
ill, 
gthly, Beeaufe the claufe of this bill, 
which deprives of all fhare in the mae 
nagement of their own property, all pro- 
prietors not pofleffed of 12001. capital 
ftock, disfranchifing without the af- 
fignment ef any delinquency or abufe 
no lefs than 1246 perfons legally — 
? 
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fied, is an heinous a& of injuftice, op- 
preffion, and abfurdity, and a grofs per- 
verfion of the high powers entrufted to 
legiflature: the part of the charter which 
regulates the right of voting was made 
to eftablifh exclufively that clafs of vo- 
ters, which this act has deftroyed ; the 
- chatter knows of no right of voting, 
but the pofleffion of sool. capital ftack. 
It excludes all title to fuperior influence 
from fuperior property. The feveral 
laws to prevent the {plitting of tock 
are all in affirmance of this principle, 
and made to fecure this voter. But, 
by a fyltem of contradiétion, that, ex- 
cept in this bill, has no example, the 
very grievance of {plitting of ftock, by 
which the proprietor under roool. has 
been injured, is affigned as the fole 
ground for depriving him of his fran- 
ehife. This lower proprietor could 
not poffibly have been guilty .of this 
offence, and yet he is punithed ; and 
the large ftockholder, who alone could 
be guilty of the fplitting, is indulged 
with new privileges, in contradiétion 
to the spirit of that charter which he is 
fuppofed to have violated, 

Sthly, Becaule the lengthening the 
continuance of the direétion while the 
body of the proprictors is disfranchifed, 
and the making the direétors dependent 
on the private will of the King for the 
exertion of the little authority left to 
them in India by this aé, tends to per- 
vert all the powers of that great body 
into mere inftruments of the:Court, and 
po extend influence of the worft kin: in 
the worft manner in which it can be ex- 
erted. 

gthly, Becaufe the great principle 
upon which the bill has been fupparted 
will, not oaly in this, but in ail cafes, 
juftify every infringement of the na- 
tional faith, and render pavliamentary 
fan&tion the wortt of all fecurities. We 
never can admit that a mere fpeculation 
of political improvement ¢an juftify 
pparliament in taking away rights, which 
at has exprefsiy covenanted to preferve, 
efpecially when it has received a valua- 
ble confideration for the franchifes fo 
ftipulated. Nor are grants of parlia- 
ment under thefe circumftances to be 
confidered as gratuitous donations,.re- 
fumable merely at the pleafure of the 
giver; but matters of binding contraét, 
- forfeitable only on fuch delinquency or 
meceffity 2s is implied in the nature of 
every other bargain. With fuch mat- 
ters before us that require the beft, we 

are denied all mannev of information. 
A bill, the object ef which has taken 


the Commons near eight months to 
confider, is precipitated thro’ this Houf= 
in little more than eight days without 
any aitention to parliamentary ufage or 
decorum; as if the Lords were the 
_loweft of minifterial tools, who are nct 
to be ipdulged. even with an appear 
ance of difcuffion concerning thé man- 
dates they receive. In this fituation 
we feel the honour of the Peerage tar- 
nifhed, and its dignity degraded. If 
the provifions and precedent of this 
bill ghould render the public faith of 
Great- Britain of no eftimation, the 
franchifes, rights and properties of 
.Evglifnmen precarious, and the pee- 
rage diftinguifhable only by a more 
than common meafure of indolence and 
feivility; if the boundlefs fund of cor- 
ruption furnifhed by this bill to the 
fervants of the crown, fhould efface e- 
very idea of honour, public fpivit, and” 
independence, from every rank of peo- 
ple; after ftruggling vainly ag .inft thefe 
evils, .we have nothing left but the fa- 
tisfa&tion of recording our names to 
polterity, as thofe who refifted the 
whole of this iniquitous fyftem, and as 
men who had no fhare in betraying to 
blind prejudices or fordid intereft every 
thing that has hitherto been held facrea 
. in this country.

This memorable-biil being now care 
ried through both Houfes, in the man- 
ner above related, Lord North gave the 
Honfe an account of the ftate of the 
national finances, and of his own pro- 
ceedings with refpcé& to the manage- 
ment. He faid, that the fituation of the 
finances was fuch, that there would be 
no furplus to difpofe of, and that he 
fhould pay off this year no part of the 
national debt ; that he lamented much 
the deficiencies of the prefent year, and 
mourned over the exigencies of a great 

« Company, which he thould endeavour 
to the utmoft that lay in bis power to 
fet right, and put upon a proper bafis 
of profperity. He then gave an ac- 
count of the different eftimates of the 
ordnance, army, navy, and mifcellane- 
ous fervices; as alfo an account of 
what would be wanting for things 
which the Houfe might adopt. He al- 
luded, he faid, to fome private petitions 
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which had been‘ prefented, which would 
take up fome :‘mali fums; Dr. Wil- 
ligms’s petition for a reward for a ufe- 
ful and praética t difcovery of making 
green and yellovv colour to be a faff 
dye in cotton and Jinen; and alfo ano- 
ther petition for MMeflrs, Hogd/on, brew- 
ers, at Bow. 

He faid, that, ais, to the mgney from 
the fale of the Cec ted Iflands, he made 
/no manner of dou! >t but the gentleman 
(Sir William Young) to whom that 
matter was. entrusted, would give a 
fiir and juft account of it when he 
came home ; that at prefent, thongh 
he had the two pweceding years efti- 
mated 50,0001. eacth year, and fhould 
do the fame this'year, yet he had only 
now received gooo!. out of the money 
that thofe Céded Hl ands were expected 
to return ; but madi? no doubt, that, 
as that gentleman. was coming over, 
he would give 2 fufficient reafon for 
not having remitted agreaterfum. He 
then faid there was 2',0001. due from 
the French prizes in Jamaica, which 
was not yet received; but, as there 
were affets fufficient wherewithal to 
pay that fum, he fhonl!d make no doubt 
of its being forth comi ng ; that the ex- 
amy of the laft lotte ry were 14,0001. 
but he had a furplus trom another ac- 
count which would rnake that even. 
He then entered upon the infufficiency 
of grants, malt, land- tax, and others, 
which he made to be about 458,000 I. 
He faid, that, as to the India Com- 
pany, every one muft know, that a pe- 
tiiion was preparing to be prefented, to 
fay that they would not at any rate re- 
ceive the loan of 1,400;0001. but he 
jooked upon it to be the intereft of Par- 
liament to fecure that Company, in cafe 
the loan fhould be refused. He then 
ftated the debts which they owed, 
which he made ‘to amount, with inte- 
relt, as due to the public, to 954,000]. 
that he thould be forry and loth for the 
public to proceed by Exéhequer pro- 
cels to pay themfelves, bnt that they 
could not wait for their money ; and 
if neceffity demanded it, they muft do 
it; that they owed a very capital fum 
to the Bank of 500,000]. which that 
Company could not ftay for ; and tho’ 
they wifhed to give every affifiance to 
their filter Company, yet it could not 
be expeéted that they would wait any 
longer with patience, and injure theme 
feives. He then ftated the bills of ex- 
change due from them, amounting to 
600,000'l, and-obferved, that the fitu- 
ation of the Public and the Bank was 
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dreadful ; for as they muft have their 
money, the only effe&tual means and 
method to prevent the procefé againft 
the Company, would be fcr the Houfe 
to proceed with the loan bill af 
1,400,000], to be lent on the India 
Company fecurity, and pay themfelves 
with part of the money, even without 
the confent of the Company ; that he 
hoped that Parjiament would not, in 
any fhape, vary or fwerve from the re- 
folutions they had come to; and that, 
if the Company would not provide for 
their own fecurity and profperity, it 
was the duty of Parliament to interfere 
to take eare of them and their concerns. 
He wifhed that every proprietor was to 
feel as much as he really from his 
heart did for the fecurity and welfare 
of that Company. He yentured to 
fay, that no man had felt more, nor 
withed more eagerly than he did to put 
their affairs upon a permanent footing 5 
that, if this loan fhould not.an{wer the 
purpofe, he thought it his duty to add - 
loan after loan to fecure that Company 3 
that he would anfwer, that government, 
fo far from taking money from them 
in their prefent exigency, would forego 
every emplument, and every degree of 
profit, and not receive a fingle thilling 
from ‘their revenue till fuch time as 
every man can fay with confidence, 
that the Eaft-India Company is faved 5 
till that time the public will forego all 
er ay He then ran over the 
eads of the fums he had before-mene 
tioned, and propofed borrowing on 
Exchequer bills to be iffued out upon 
next year’s aid, 1,400,000 1. chargeable 
upon the produce of the India Com- 
pany; that this year there might be a 
furplus of 254,0001. which he withed 
to keep as a referve, left any alteration 
fhould happen from the prefent general 
tranquility; not that there was any 
likelihood of the Jate troubles being 
revived. He could have withed, he 
faid, to have gone on upon the plan of 
laft year, of paying off part of the na- 
tional debt; but circumftances had 
happened which prevented it. He did 
not intend, he faid, to propofe a lot- 
tery this year, not for any reafon that 
was urged in the petition which was 
prefented by the city of London, but 
from fome ftrong reafons of his own ; 
that, as there had been lotteries for 
eight years laft paft, he thought that, 
ina year in which no great plan of 
finance is undertaken, fo as to pay off 
any part of the national debt, a lottery 
might be for once omitted, It — 
‘be 
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be afked, he faid, what have we done 
this year? he was forry to fay, but 
dittle; and ‘that the next feffion of 
Parliament muft enter upon a revifion 
of the plans they have now adopted for 
the India Company, before that great 
end can be obtained, the fecure perma- 
nency of the India Company ; that he 
had a confcioufnefs of his own pro- 
weeding; that he thought it was right 
and confiftent with his duty in procur- 
ing the profperity of the Company; 
that he fhould always ftand correéed, 
amd give way to the future events that 
eended to the good of that Company ; 
but he declared to the Houfe, that he 
never would abandon the :purfuit of 
the permanent fituation of that great 
Company upon any other motive than 
conviction ; that he was not to be 
teized or ‘fiightened out of his plan, 
which he was convinced was both for 
the public fecurity, as well as that of 
the Company; that, though he was 
fond of indolence, and a retired life, 
yet ever fince he had entered into office, 
he*had not been unuled to contradic- 
tion, nor unacquainted with ftorms ; 
that others might fucceed to the temple 
of fame by parts, by eloquence, or a 
great genius, but that he, having none 
of thefe qualities, thought himfelf hap- 
py, and plumed much upon doing, in 
this inftance, what was right, and his 
<iuty to do ; that he entered upon that 
great office in a moment when things 
were not in the moft pacific fituation ; 
that the emoluments were not the 
glaring obje& of his with; that he 
had hitherto continued in it with refo- 
Jution to do his duty, and that he 
fhould perfitt in what he thought right, 
én defiance of all noife and clamour, 
and that he hoped to be fupported in 
it; that when after, at any time, he 
thould quit the employment he was in, 
he meant to leave it with credit ; but 
that, if he quitted it now, he thould 
think he had hitherto kept it in vain ; 
that at prefent he was determined to 
abide in that pof in which he had la- 
boured, and fhould not willingly relin- 
quith the trouble of it; that though 
thofe who Jooked into his condué 
might perhaps fee indolence and a love 
of-eafe, yet he was determined they 
fhould not find a want of an honeft 
pecfeverance in a great and public 
caufe, 

No reply was made to this fpeech ; 
and the fubfequent debates that arofe 
in the courfe of the feffion were chiefly 
relaiive to the Eaft-India Jean-bill, 


the money propofed to be lent being 
refufed by the Company on the terms it 
was offered.

When this is done, prefs the 
whole.in a bookbinder’s ftanding- prefs, 
cr a napkin-prefs.

On one of tliefe pieces is carved, ina 
very rude manner, a, perfon with the 
hands lifted wp, holding.a child on 
the lap or knee ; on each fide of the 
head are fome letters (fig, 1. and 2.), 
which I cannot form any thing out of, 
A kind of glory encompaffes the heads 
of both figures... ys, 

‘On the other piece of ebony are three 
figures, feemingly.of old perfons, fit- 
ting round a table, each having one 
hand upon its over them is.either a 
glory round each head, ‘or only a kind 
of, Gothic: qroament, I cannot fay 
which. , Each piece. of carving is en- 


compaffed with a circular piece of brals, , , 
or fh 


ver gilt, anfwering in fhape to the 


. dial plate of a, watch, ornamented with 


a yery rude engraving as exprefled. in 
the draught, This is faftened. down. 
by two .yery coarle rivets, more like 
the head of nails.than any thing elfe, 
being done fo. very badly ; round the 
outfide the rim rifes a quarter, of -an 
inch on each part, which two ledges 
are made to fit, the cne on the other; 
and, when. the parts are clofed, they 
are held together by an hook..on- one 
fide, and an eye on the other. 

To one part is a fort of handle of 
filver, gilt as the reft, having on one 
fide the head of fome faint, as is fup- 
poled, fketched - out,;,. the other. fide 
plain; to.this handle is*faftened a 
chain of filver, of the length expréfled 
in the, plate ;,a.fmall pearl.has been 
on. each .fide,, clofe to. the handle,: but

now only one-is remaining, {. . 


Qu the back. parts; that “piece of 
the ebony, which pafles quite through, . 


has the’, crucifixion , plain enough, 


though. the whole of. the.outfide is’ 
much worn, either by the pocket or. 


otherwife 5. and ‘apiece: of the. wood 
broke off, though not fo as.to hut the 
figures. — There ig an infcription over 
the head with the letters as fig. 3. 
The other half is filver, with a cir 
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cular rifing anfwering to the depreffion 
of the carving on the infide ; otherwife is 
quite plain, without any kind of mark 
at all.—On the backs of each part are 
feen the two rivets, not better finifhed 
on this fide than the other. 

This has been flewn to féveral Jearn- 
ed. antiquarians, who shave not been 
able to give me a fatisfa&tory “account 
of it.—All,I can inform yatr-af is, 
that it came from Ruffia, and. isfup- . 
pofed to have belonged. to the Greek 
church, in fome part of her religious 
worthip, It mutt certainly be of great - 
antiquity, from the very rude manner 


‘in which it is finifhed, which the 


draught will give you a better idea of 
than words, as I have endeavoured to 
copy every ftroke as exaét as poflible. 
It has been conjectured, that the chain 
is fomewhat more modern than the reft, 
and it is certainly much better finifhed. 

The fentiments of your learned cor- 
refpondents on the above, and what 
the. real ufe of it. might.probably have 
been, will give great pleafure to your 
humble fervant,.

pamphlet clofed with a letter, which 
afferts that M. de Voltaire had releafed 
the Abbé des Fontaines from the Bi- 
cttre. This famous critic was indeed 
imprifoned there in 1724, and Voltaire 
employed his intere(t tor his releafe ; 
but the revival of that adventure dif- 
pleafed- the Abbé. 

M. de Saint Hyacinthe deferved the 
refentment of our author ftill more 
than the Abbé des Fontaines. In his 
Deification of Doétor Arifiarchus Maff, 
he thought proper to revive a vexatious 
ftene that had paffed between this 
great poet and an officer, M. de 
Voltaire could never pardon the telling 
this cruel adventure to the author of 
the Mafterpiece of an anonymous writer 
fChef d’auvre d*un inconnu], and, 
as this work gave him a reputation 
which ftill continues, M. de Voltaire, 
by way of revenge, has fince faid that 
Saint Hyacinthe did not write a line 
of it. See the private letters of Vol- 
taire, in 12mo,. 

M. de Voltaire, in one of his letters 
to M. Berger, ftiles Saint Hyacinthe 
** one of the greatelt difgraces to learn- 
¢¢ ing and humanity !”’ and adds, ** He 
*¢ farce lived at Londen but on my 
*€ alms, and his own libels. He has 
*¢ robbed me, and now infults me; 
*‘ a public fharper; a plagiary, who 
«¢ aflumes to himfelf the Mathanafius 
** of Salengre and Sgravezende, born 
“to die by the cudgt] or the rope: 
«J cannot fay too much. Thank 
6¢ God, all my enemies are of that 
*¢ ftamtp, and all my friends of yours,” 
&c. 

The following letter, from one of 
his libellers, which M. de Voltaire has 
carefully preferved, is too curious to 
be omitted: Sir, I have printed a li- 
bel againft you. There are 400 copies. 
Tf you will fend me 400 livres, I will 
faithfully fend you all the copies. M. de 
Voltaire fent him word, that *' lie 
‘© fhould take great caré not to abufe 
** his kindnefs; that this ftep would 
‘¢ be too difadvantageous to him; and 
“*that the publication of his book 
** would be much more profitable.” 
He had no reafon to repent of his ge- 
nerofity. He alfo rela:es the following 
ftory : “¢ I remember, that, among the 
deteftable editions which have been 
made of my pretended works in Hol- 
Jand, an artful editor of Amfterdam, 
sefolving to ruin a Hague edition, 
thought proper to annex all that he 
could colle& againft me. The firft 
words ef this detail faid that I was a

mangy dog (chien rogneux). 1 found 
this book at Magdebourg, in the hands 
of the poft-maiier; who could not 
help telling me how eloquent he 
thought this fentence. Laftly, two 
bookfellers at Amiterdam, after dif- 
figuring, as much as they could, the 
Henriade, and my other pieces, did me 
the honour to write me word, that, if 
I fuffered a better edition of my works 
to be publifhed at Drefden, which was 
then undertaken, they fhould in con- 
{cience be obliged to publifh againf 
me a volume of outrageous abule, on 
the fineft paper, and with the wideft 
margin and the beft letter that they 
could. They faithfully kept their. 
word. They had even the attention 
to fend their fine colle&tton to one of 
the moft refpeétable monarchs of Eu, 
rope, at whofe court I had then the 
honour to be. This prince threw their 
book into the fire, faying, that theeditors 
defervedto betreated in thefame manner. 
In France, indeed, thefe honeft gen- 
tlemen would be fent to the galleys ; 
but this would be laying too great a 
reftraine on trade, wiiich fhould always 
be encouraged.” 

In Angutt, 1710, fonte ladies of 
Roufleav’s acquaintance carried him 
to fee a traredy of the Jefuits, At 
the diftribution of the prizes, he heard 
Francis Mary Arouet twice called. 
He afked Father Tarteron who that 
young man was? Father ~Tarteron 
anfwered, that he was a youth who 
difeovered fome tafte for poetry, and 
propofed fending for him; to which 
Ronuffeau confented. The Jefuits went 
in fearch of him, and returned imme- 
diately with a young man very homely, 
but lively and animated. This was 
little Arouet, who was flattered by the 
compliments and careffes which Roufs 
feau gave him. Two years afier, this 
famous poet, having taken refuge at 
Soleul®, received a letier from Arouet, 
with an ode which he had compofed 
for the ptize of the French Academy. 
M. Arouet afked his opinion of it, 
which he did not feruple to give with 
thé fincerity which is due to the 
confidential friendhip of a young 
man. This ode was reje&ted, and the 
next year a fecond ode, whrich he had 
made to take his revenge, had the fame 
fate. Hecontinued to write to Rouf- 
feau from time to time, always with 
tranfports of admiration, ftiling him 
his mafler and his model, and fome< 
times addreffing to him pieces of his 
writing, among others his tragedy of 

Ocdi- 
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Ocdipus, to which the French Horace 

ave fome applaufes, though he found 
in it many faults, He only adviled 
the young author to fpeak for the 
future with a little more caution of 
Sophocles, and fome others whom he 
abufed in his prefaces. He travelled 
to Bruffels, and fcarce ever quitted the 
great Rouffeau ; entrufting to him his 
poem of the League, fince ftiled the 
Henriade. Rouffeau seturned it to him 
two days after, advifing him, hike a 
wife man and a true friend, to corre& 
the fatirical and paffionate declamations 
in which he launched out very impro- 
perly againit the Romifh church, the 
Pope, the fecular and regular priefts, 
in fhort, againit all ecclefiaftical and 
civil governments; begging him to 
confider that an Epic Poem fhould not 
be treated like a Satire; that he ought 
to have made the ftile of Virgil his mo- 
del, and not that of Juvenal. Not- 
withftanding this advice, every thing 
ftill went on amicably between thefe 
two poets, when M. de Voltaire hav- 
ing one day invited Rouffeau to take 
an airing out of town, he thought 
proper to repeat to him a certain epiltle, 
the fubjeét of which being contrary to 
Rouffeau’s way of thinking, he could 
not help flewing fome furprife and 
diffatisfagtion, and ftopped him at the 
fir(t lines. M. de Voltaire would go on; 
Rouffeau interrupted him again, and 
pofiiively told him that he would get 
out of the chariot, if he did not 
change the difcourfe. He then was fi- 
lent, and begged him not to mentica 
that piece. From that day M. de 
Voltaire was more referved than ufual 
to Rouffeau. Matters at length came 
to a crifis, and he did not think it 
neceffary to keep any terms with the 
great poet whom he had fo much ad- 
mired, ufing the moft bitter invec- 
tives againft him in bis converfations 
in Holland and at Paris. But the 
grand zra of his refentment was in 
3732, On account of the tragedy of 
Zara, which was then aéting. M. de 
Launay,, with whom Rouffeau had 
made an acquaintance by letter, fent 
him this piece as foon as it was printed, 
adding his reflections on the play and 
the author. Roufleau anfwered him in 
the fame ftrain; this anfwer was pub- 
lifhed contrary to his intention. M. 
de Voltaire was very fenfibly hurt by 
it, and from that moment he under~ 
took to humble the great Rouffeau, 
He commenced hoftilities in the famous 
Temple of Tafte, 2nd never afteswards 
Jaid down his arms, 


_The real caufe of Rovffeau’s lat 
difgrace with Prince Eugene, was 
owing to an ode entitled The Palinody, . 
againft a Marfhal of France, Mini- 
fter of Stute, who had formerly been 
his patron. This Minifter had mare 
ried one-of his daughters to the fon of 
Mi:rfhal Villers. He being informed 
of the intult which Rouffeau had of- 
fered to the father-in-law, of his fon, 
complained of it to Prince Eugene, 
and that Prince in return withdrew the 
penfion which he had fettled on Rouf- 
feau. Though this fat was attefted 
by Marthal Villers’s lady, Roufleau 
could not he perfuaded that M. de 
Voltaire had not engaged the Marfhal 
to complain of him to the Prince. 
Though this was falfe, our poet was, 
however, innocently the caufe of his 
being expelled from the houfe of the 
Duke d’Aremberg: for, having pres 
teuded that M. de. Voltaire had ace 
culed him to that Prince of being the 
author of thofe couplets for which he 
was banifhed from France, and being 
fo imprudent as to print that impofture 
in a journal of du Sauzet, M. de 
Voltaire was obliged, in his own jufti- 
fication, to fend the journal to the 
Duke, who for that reafon only exe 
pelled Rouffeau. He died in 1739, 
‘* having lived (fays our author) too 
* long for his own: fame, and for the 
‘ peace of honeft men.” 

Semiramis was acted for the. firk 
time Augult 29, 1748. It was writ- 
ten at the defire of the Infanta of 
Spain, Dauphinefs of France, who, bes 
ing thoroughly converfant with the an- 
cients, was pleafed with works of. that 
ftamp. If fhe had lived, the would 
have patronifed the arts, and given the 
fixge more pomp and dignity. This 
tragedy was dedicated to Cardinal 
Querini, a great patron and encourager 
of learning, to whom our poet after-- 
wards addreffed an elegant epiftle in: 
verfe, and alfo feveral letters, in Itas 
lian, dated Berlin and Potfdam, 1752, 
and publifhed by the Cardinal, at 
Rome, in 1753. They were written 
on occafion of the church which the. 
K. of Pruffia had allowed to be built . 
for the Catholics of Berlin, for which 
his Eminence had been a moft ardent 
folicitor. 

M, de Voltaire, defirous of being ad- 
mitted into the French Academy, in 
order to fhelter himfelf from the profe- 
cutions to which fome of his attacks on 
chriftianity might expofe him, at the 
exhibition of Merope traverfed the 
boxes and the ftage, and caufed hing: 
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felf to be proclaimed an Academician 
amidft the applaufes which his play 
received. ‘The opportunity was fa- 
vourable; he vifited the Forty, and 
was rejected, This refufal gave oc- 
cafion to an ironical difcourfe, by M. 
Baillet, of St. Julien, pronounced at the 
door of the Academy. ‘his door 
was fhut againft M. de Voltaire in a 
very difobliging manner. -He knocked 
again three years after, and both the 
folding - doors. were opened to him, 
Some. envious fpirits then revived the 
ironical difeourie long buried in obli- 
vion, and annexed to it a piece in 
bad verfe, entiiid, The Poetical Tri- 
umph. Enraged at this, M. de Vol- 
taire endeavoured to difcover the au- 
thors, and, fu/peéting that Travenol, 
an opera mufician, was the writer of the 
difcourfe, he took cut an extent againft 
him. The father only. was found; 
he was carried to Fort l’Evéque, but 
was releafed afterfive- days confinement. 
‘The father having thus efcaped M. de 
Voltaire’s vengeance, he thought to 
ruin the fon, at whofe houfe he had 
found two copies. Travenol, the fa- 
ther, then infifled on the damages due 
for his falfe imprifonment; which M, 
de Voltaire was fentenced to pay him 
to the amount of soo livres, with 
cofts.' 

The poem of Fontenoy, 1745, being 
augmented in every edition, from’ a 
piece of one hundred lines became by 
degrees a poem of above three hundred 
and forty. Some. foreigners would 
have perfuaded the public that Mr, 
Addifon, in his Campaign, had made 
more honourable mention of the 
King’s houfehold-troops than even the 
author of Fontenoy; but, on looking 
into Mr. Addifon’s work in the King’s 
Library, it appeared to abound much 
more with reproaches, than praifess 
fee the 300th verle. “* Thefe re- 
‘* proaches, (fays M. de Voltaiie) it is 
*§ needlefs to anfwer: the King’s 
<¢houfehold bas aulwered’ them by 
4§ vittories.” 

Orefies was a&ted Jan 12, 1750. It 
was written in crder to give Francé 
fome idea of a tragedy without love, 
without confidants, without cpifodes. 
*¢Jts ill futcefs,” fays the author, 
s¢ was owing to a faction {” other's 
fay, thet it proceeded from his having 
fubftituted declamations for epifodes. 
When it was aéted, the initials of this 
line of Horace being printed on the 
pit tickets, Ome tulit punGum gui 
gifcuit utile dulci,—O. T. P. Q. M. 


Vv. D.—a wag pretended that they 
meant Orefte, Tragedie Pitoyable Que 
M. Voltaire Donne : ** Oreltes, a piiy- 
ful tragedy which M. Voltaire ex- 
hibits.”” eA 

In the fame year appeared a book 
entitled, A Sketch of the Beauties and 
Faults of Poetry, and Eloquence of. 
the French Language. M. de Voltaire 
is extremely commended init, and 
preferred to the beft French writers, 
without exception. He was, however, 
fufpe&ted of being the author. He ‘dif- 
claimed it indeed ; but what work has 
he not difclaimed ? ‘In this’ fingular 
piece he fets himfelf up as the only 
model. on 

To the 2oth edition of the Henriade 
was ptefixed a letter full of panegyrics 
from the learned Dr. Cocchi, of Flo- 
rence, to M. de Renuccini, Secretary 
of State, tranflated ‘by Baron Eelder- 
chen. ‘* My friend Tiriot (fays our 
*¢ author) has had his piture’ drawn 
‘with the Henriade in his hand. If 
**T had a copy of it, I fhould have my 
“* miftrefs and my friend in one 
« frame.” 

M. de’ Voitaire’s difpute with M.de 
Maupertuis was the confequerice of 
Maupertuis’s quarrel with Koenig. The 
latter had quoted’ a letter of Leibnitz, 
by which he would have wrelted from 
Maupertuis the glory of a certain dif- 
covery. The Prefident of the Berlin 
Academy fummoned his opponent to 
produce the original letter, but that 
not being found; Mauperiuis had it 
declared fpuiious ‘by the Academy, 
Koenig appealed to the public, and fent 
back his patent of Academitian. M, 
de Voltaire, notwith{tanding the prohi- 
bition ‘that he had receivéd from the 
King of 'Piuffia, took part in this 
quarrel. Several copies of the Aka- 
kia were feized at the printing-office 
in Berlin, as was alfo the ‘original it- 
felf; and, on the author's difavowing it 
to the King of Pruffia, that Prince con- 
founded him by producing the’ manu- 
feript. (See Vol. XLTIT. p. 642)’ 

This -envenomed {4i''e ‘confiits’ of 
three parts ; the firit entitiel, Diatribe 
of Dr. Akakia, phyfician to the Pope; 
the fecond, Decree of the Inquijition; 
the third, Fudgment of the Profeffors 
of the College of Wifdim. “ It is acon 
fiant allufion to the works of Mauper- 
this, a cifue of tronics, perfonal iehee= 
tions, and infults, in which noe mode- 
ration nor decency is obferved. It was 
burnt by the common hangman in all 
the fquares of Berlin, December 24, 
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3752, and the author left the-Pruffian 
dominions with all the marks of dif- 
grace, “From my firft arrival at 
*¢ Potfdam,” fays our author, ‘* Mau- 
‘© pertuis fhewed me the utmoft ill- 
*¢ will. It fir difplayed itfelf on my 
‘© defi:ing him to admit Abbé Raynal 
*€ into his Academy. He refufed it 
*¢ with difdain, and treated the Abbé 
‘© with contempt. I procuréd an order 
*‘ from the King for him to fend the 
** patent to Abbé Raynal: Mauper- 
*tuis, it may be fuppofed, did not 
‘¢ forgive me.” 

Durtig M. de Voltaire’s refidence 
in Prufia, a man whom he thought 
a Genevefe, or at lealt educated at Ge- 
neva, named Beaumelle *, having been 
driven out of Denmark, arrived at Ber- 
lin, with the firk edition of What hall 
we fay, or My Thoughts. In this 
book was the following paflage: The 
King of Prufia bas heaped favours on 
men of learning, from the fame motives 
that the German Princes heap favours 
on buffoons and dwarfs.” *« Thisman, 
** profcribed’ in all countries, was, as 
*‘foon as he arrived, raifed up (fays 
‘© M. de Voltaire) by Maupertnis ag 
“Can adverlary againit me; which 
he proves by a letter from Beaumelle 
to M. Roques, a clergyman in the 
country of Hefle Hambourg. 

utto return: M. de Voltaire, be- 
fore he left Berlin, ‘received this letter 
from the king: ** You are at liberty 
to quit my fervice when you pleafe ; 
but, before you go, return me the con- 
tract of our engagement, the key 
(of Chamberlain), the crofs (of the 
order of Merit), and ‘the volume of 
poems which I lent you. I could with 
that-had been expofed only to your 
ftriures and thofe of Koenig ; I fa- 
crifice them with all my heart to thofe 
who think to augment their own repu- 
tation by diminifhing thatof others ; I 
have neither the folly nor the vanity. of 
certain authors ;. the cabals of men of. 
letters feem to me the difgrace of lite- 
yature. Nevertheleis, I efteem fuch 
men of honour as cultivate them; the 
leaders of cabals alone are contemptible 
in my eyes. March 16, 1753.” 

M. de Voltaire quitted Pruffia in 
March, 1753,-after having refided in 
that kingdom three or four years. He 
intended to have gone to Plombieres; 
and there to have waited for the feafon 
of drinking the waters, but his bad 
ftate of health obliged him to flop at 
~*Author of the Memoirs of Mad. 
Maintenon, &e, He died about two 
wonths ago, 








Leipfic. His humorous anfwer to Mau 
p«rtuis’s chaHenge(dated from that city) 
may be feen Vol. XLIII. p. 640. On his 
arrival at Francfort, he was put under 
an arreft, at the defire of the Prufhaa 
refident, till.the book of poems above 
mentioned (which he pretended the 


King had given him) was fent back 


from Hamburgh, to which place he 
was then going. His niece alfo was 
carried to prifon, four centinels wee 
placed at her door, and a commiflary’s 
clerk ftationed all night in. her cham- 
ber; and Monf. de-Voltaire, having 
broken his parole on pretence of mak- 
ing a tour to the waters at Wifbaden, 
was immediately purfued, brought 
back toFrancfort, and guarded by tea 
foldiers. Of thefe indignities our poet 
complained moft bitterly. 

The Effay on General Hiflary was 
undertaken about the year 1740, in or- 
der to reconcile to the-ftudy of hiflory 
an illuftrious and philofophical lady, 
who was an adept in almoft all others, 
It was firft printed at the Hague, very 
imperfeétly and incorrectly, by a boek- 
feller who had it from a fervant of 
PrinceCharJes,of Lorrain, it beingtaken 
in a box belonging to a prince who 
was plundered by the huffars in a bat. 
fle in Bohemia, Thus he jhad it by 
the laws of war, and it was.a good 
prize. “ But the fame huffars,” fays 
the author, ‘* feem to have candused 
the impreffion.” Part of this wok 
was afterwards interwoven into his 
Augals of the Empire. Atter the death 
of the illuttrieus lady, for whofe ufe 
this work was undertaken, the MS, 
which contained moft part of the hifs 
tory of the arts in the Eaft, was uns 
happily loft. TFhefe materials were 
furnithed by M. Dadiki, a Greek of 
Smyrna, interpreter to K. George I. 

The infamous poem ftyled La Pus 
celle, or The Maid of Orleans, was 
circulated about the year 1756. This 
M. de V. affe&ted to afcribe *‘ toa 
Caivini&t of Languedoc (Beaumelle), 
the fame who forged the letters of 
Mad. ’'e Maintenon ;"° and only own- 
ed his having been concerned in it 
twenty years before, wih fomie other 

oung people, and that he inferted ig 
ut ‘¢ thofe few paffages which are de- 
cent and modeft. Thofe wha are fuch 
fools,”’ he adds, ‘¢ as to think they cam 
hurt me by publithing this rhapfody 
under my name, ought to know, that, 
when they would imitate a painter of 
the {chool of Titian and Corregio, they: 
fhould not alcribe to him an alehoufe. 
fign in the country.” In anfwer. to 
this, 
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this, be it remembered, that, fo long 
ago as 1736, it was well known that 
M. de V. was compofing an heroi-co- 
mic poem in the tafte of that of Ariofto; 
that inthe Pucel/e horrible blafphemies 
and monftrous obfcenities are fubiti- 
tuted to the fublime extravagances of 
the Orlando; and that M. de Voltaire 
had repeated feveral parts of it to his 
friends, and had tent it to the King of 
Prufiia, who was afraid of the author’s 
fhewing it. (See bis letter of Feb. 27, 
3747:) ** You have lent,” fays that 
prince, ** your Puceile to the Duchefs 
of Wirtemberg : know that fhe has 
had it copied in the night-time. Such 
are the perions in whom you confide ; 
they, who aione deferve your confi- 
dence, are thofe whom you diftruft,” 
An information was laid againft this 
poem before the Chancellor of ****, 
as the.quinteflence of all that Julian 
and Celfus had vented againft Chrif- 
tianity, and Boccace and Aretine a- 
gaint good morals. The blafphemer 
was told by that magiftrate, that, if a 
fingle line of fuch a tendency appeared 
either in print or MS, he fhould cer- 
tainly end his days in a dungeon. 
Hence the uneafinefs of M. de Voltaire 
when it began to be circulated; hence 
his feveral difavowals of it. Though 
he may, perhaps, be excufed for en- 
deavouring to varnifh kimfclf, his do- 
ing it at the expence of M. de |a Beau- 
meile is unpardonable. All who are 
acquainted with that writer, know that 
burlefque poetry is not histalent; that 
he has only written ferious verfes, odes 
and epiftles, and them only in his 
youth. At the-very time when M. de 
V. was preparing a ncw edition of the 
Puce/le at Geneva, in 1762, he wrote 
as follows: ‘¢ Thirty years ago, for 
my amufement, I vaulted on that rope, 


and two or three bad Giles’s wanted to _ 


do the fame on the green of their fair; 
I leave to them that folly, to which 
my age, my infirmities, my way of 
thinking, do not allow me to pay, for 
the future, the Jeaft attention.”

Mr. URBAN, 
I HERE fend you a curious M&. for 

the publication of which there can- 
not be a more feafonable time than 
the prefent. It is part of a fpeech 
of King James I. upon his firft coming 
into the Star Chamber, in order ta 
fit as judge upon the trial of a gen- 
tleman who had fought a duel, a- 
gaintt- which praétice his Majelty 
fome time before had iffued a procla- 


mation. I have neither been able to 
Jearn the name of the gentleman 
arraigned, nor of his antagonift; nor 
do I find any mention of this trial in 
Rapin, Guthrie, Smollet, or any of 
our modern hiftorians, though it was 
remarkable, as being the firft time 
that King fat to give judgment in 
that court. If any of your learned 
correfpondents can give farther light 
to this fubjeét, they will oblige feve- 
ral of your conftant readers, and 
perhaps the public in general.

H's Majefty firt of all apologized 

for coming into court fo unpre~ 
pared, having only had notice of trial 
the night before. He then proceeded 
to confider the crime of bloodfhed; ‘* I 
mean,” aid his Majefty, ‘blood which 
is not thed by a lawful magiftrate on 
order: It is firft an offence againt God 
ap2rt ; itis then an offence againft God 
and the King ; it is then alfo an offence 
againft the King apart ; and, finally, 
againft King and people. 

“* The offence againft God isin this, 
that he kills his creature, and puts 
man out of his ftation where God has 
placed him ; and non debet quifquam a 
Slatione recedere; and the Scripture 
doubteth not to term it the taking away 
of the foul of man, and fo he doth, as 
out of his tabernacle and ftation. 

** Next, they offend God and the 
King; becaufe mihi vindifla ego re- 
tribuam. They take upon them God’s 
office and the King’s, whohath a fword, 
and bears it not in vain, as. St. Paul 
fays. They {natch revenge out of 
God’s hand and the King’s, as the 
glove was fnatched in this particular 
cafe. Then they do alfo wrong to the 
King, in deflroying one of his fubjeéts, 
as they do to God in deftroying one of 
his creatures. 

“* And, lafily, they do a joint wrong 
to King and people, in taking away 
one fit to ferve the King and country, 
which is robbed of a patriarch, as the 
King is of a fubjeé&t ; and the peace of 
the land, wherein the fubjeé&t hath in- 
tereft, isalfo broken. Anilthis fhall 
ferve for the confideration of blood in 

eneral, 

“© Now I come to the blood of the 
duel] ; and I pray God I may go thro’ 
it with clearnefs and brevity. 

*© Of all bloodhhed this of the duel 
is the worft: firlt, becaufe it comes not 
upon revenge of other blood, which 
may ftir fome compaffion ; as, when a 

maa 
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man had killed a father or a brother, 
it was lawful by the old law for the 
next of kin to kill the murderer, if he 
were caught before he entered into the 
city of refuge. But the duel is no re- 
venge of former blood, but a fharpen- 
ing and whetting fwords to fhed blood, 
and that many times for vain words, 
which may be recalled. To revenge 
that with blood which cannet be re- 
called, how vain a thing is it! fora 
man, by God’s permiflion, may kill a 
roan, but he cannot bring him to life 
again. A man haftily falls out with 
another, and fo to the lie, and fo to 
ftrokes, and fo to murder: this is 


yet more to be pitied, becaufe it is in. 


heat ; but to do it in cold blood, as 
the due] is performed, cafts away all plea 
of mercy both from God and the King. 
“© As to God, all divines, in all 
ages, and in all times, Papifts, Pro- 
teftants, Anabaptifts, Puritans, all 
agree in this, that the duel is as dam. 
nation itfelf. What a time paffed be- 
tween thefe gentlemens falling out and 
the juftice’s warrant? ‘They went be- 
yond fea, and came back again, and 
then they would fight at Rumford : 
and all this while they could not fay 
the Lord's prayer: for thatis, Remit- 
te, Ge. ficut ut nos remittimus, &e. 
They were not capable to receive the 
facrament ; for that isthe featt of cha- 
rity. What cafe then had they been 
in, if God had taken away their fouls 
in the mean time? Clearly they had 
been in the ftate of damnation. He 
that is killed not only dieth in blood 
and choler, without time of repentance 
and amendment, but dieth, as to him- 
felf, in cold blood, being the author 
of his own death; fo that he is not 
only, as Cain was, the murdcrer of his 
brether, but is alfo the killer of him- 
felf ; fo that, by the law of the church, 
he-is denied Chriftian burial. And 
hereupon I may exhort from duels ; 
for, as Bellarmine fayeth of the Pope, 
that he hath an indired power in tem- 
poral things, (o Kings may better chal- 
lenge an indireét power and office in 
fpiritual things ;dand therefore, having 
charge as well of the fouls as bodies of 
my flock, I fay unto them, Beware 
of duels, which is a crime in cold blood; 
for it is a ftrange folly to think we may 
pray to God to forgive us aforehand. 
It is no better than the prayer of pi- 
ates, when they pray to Ged to fend 
them a good booty ; for they pray for 
that whereon they muft know that God 
cannot hear them. Through the blood 
of Chiift we pray for crimes palt, bus 


not without repentance, which is a 
turning from fin; but here, in. going 
onto fin, to pray (which is a prayer 
contrary to repentance), and thereby 
to hope to be faved, I cannot teil how 
this fhould be; let the Bifhops define 
it. It is like the prayer of fome, who, 
as I have heard, have prayed before 
they went to kill themfelves ; or like 
the confeffion of the powder traitors, 
who confefled beforehand to Garnet 
their horrible treafon, which they in- 
tended to exceute, and received abfo- 
lution for it beforehand. So fome of 
the Papifts (I pray God that none fuch 
be here that hear me this day) hold, 
that the Pope may grant pardon for fins 
not only done, but to be done, tho” 
Cardinal Perenne doth difavow that 
opinion, But it were an opinion fit 
for duellifls; for otherwife they can 
have no hope of falvation.” 

His Majefty, having enlarged on the 
praétice of duelling in foreign coun- 
tries, and fearing to be thought tedious, 
makes this apology : 

‘¢ Pardon me, I pray you, for bs- 
ing fo Jong to-day; I will be fo no 
more ; for J wiil tell you a little jeft 
of a minilter in Scotland, who, upon 
the firft reformation of religion, got in- 
to the pulpit with a mafs-book in his 
hand, and read a great deal ef it to 
difcover the corruptions and vanities 
of the mafs ; and, when he had done, 
he defired the people to bear with him, 
for that it thould be the laft mafs that 
ever he meant to fay. So this fhall be 
my lait oration in this place; not be- 
caufe I mean not to come hither again, 
but becaufe I mean hereafter todo, as 
I would have you do, which is, not to 
Jofe time, but to deliver your opinions 
fhortly. 

** You fpeak of honour: It is true 
it is a thing precious, or elfe why fhould 
men hazard their lives forit. But God 
is the fountain of all true honour ; and 
next, thofe that he calls his gods, that 
fic next under him, and have it by tra- 
dition from him. Where, therefore, 
will you have honour here amongft us 
who live ina monarchy, if not from 
the King? Men were bold to give 
the title of honour where itis not due, 
I have warn’d the marfhals of it, that 
the title of honours be not given to gen- 
tlemen; worthip belongs to them, and 
nothonour, which is proper to noble- 
men and counfeliors. For, what is 
the reafon, that a man, never fo great 
in honour, being attainted, lofeth 
honour, but becau‘e the King refu- 

meth 
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meth it? Rex dat et aufert bonorem; 
and he «hat grants honour muft inter- 
prethonour.— Will you then leaveGod 
and the King, the King and the ftate, 
the law and the counfel, and get ho- 
nour inan alehoufe from a fwordfman 
that hath fcarce a rag at his back! a 
Barmoutho man! one that dares not 
go out of Milford-lane for debt! If 
this be honour, it is a ragged honour, 
2 bafe poptlar honour ; and, to fay 
truly, popular honour is ‘but a_trea- 
fonable honour ina monarchy. If you 
will have fuch honour, go to the Low 
Countries for it; here yow may not 
have it. And this I fay and pronounce 
declaratively, and in genetal, not now 
in'point of judgment, that‘he fhall ne- 
ver be honoured in mine eyes that 
makes» a duel, but infamous to me, 
and I hope’ in God to my pofterity, 
and fhall be furé to want honour, if I 
o my law can make him want it. 
Neither is it natural for any of my fub- 
jeéts to do’ as fome have done, that is, 
to goabroad and feek honour in foreign 
parts.” My fubjeés ought to feek ho- 
nour of me, that am their’ fovercign, 
and the dilpenfer of it. 

“¢ Yea, but although honour be de- 
rived from the King, how fhouldI do, 
you will fay, for my reputation in the 
world ? © What remedy thall we have? 
We get wrong, becaufe men aré grown 
infolent ; What remedy remains unto 
us but' felf- revenge’? Shall’ we'be beat- 
en'like dogs? What ‘thall wedo? I 
anfwer, refer to the laws; and, if 
there fhould ‘be’a cafe more'rare’ and 
eminent, come to the King himfclf. 
Account it not, therefore, matter of 
digrace to complain out of obedience 
to the King. If one fhouild ttrike you 
here in this place, you would not {hike 
again, but would referve your revenge 
to another place, becau‘e of my pre- 
fence; fo, if you fhail be ttricken in 
any other'placé, refrain {our rage, bes 
caufe the King hath forbidden it, and 
made his'pleafare known. And I fay 
unto you, upen the word of a King, 
wherein I would, with God’s leave, be 
right loth to fail, he fhall be honoured 
that complains, and the other‘ feverely 
punifhed that gives the caufe’ of of- 
fence.”

N the year 1712 my old friend’Ma 
_thew Prior, who was then Fellow. - 
of St. John’s, and who not long before 
had been employed by the Queep as 
her Plenipotentiary at the court. of 
France, came to Cambridge ; andthe 
next morning paid a vilit to the Mafter 
of his own college. The Mafter (whe+ 
ther Dr. Gower or Dr. Jenkins I can- 
not now recolleét) loved Mr. Prior’s . 
principles, had a great. opinion of his 
abilities, and a refpeét for his charac- 
ter in the world; but then he had 
much greater re(pect for himfelf. He 
knew his own dignity too well to fuffer 


a Fellow of his college to fit down in. . 


his prefence. He kept his feat himfelf, 
and let the Queen’s ambaflador ftand, 
Such was the temper, not of a. Vices 
chancellor, but of a fimple Mafter of a 
college. I remember, by the way, an

and Study of Hiftory, 1752, p. goa, 
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whom another eminent writer thus por-

** donne de bataille qu'il n’ait gagnée, 
*¢ etoita Saint James un adroit courti- 
*¢ fan, dans le parlement un chef de

and who ** avoit fait autant de mala 
la France par fon efprit que par fes

HAs left Otaheite on the 13th of 

Jung, they purfued their voyage 
under an ealy fail, til! on the 16th they

3752, tom. 6, p. 138. 
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arrived at a neighbouring ifland, which 
Tupia called by the name of Hva- 
HEINE. Here fome canoes came off 
to vifit them, and among them one, 
on board of which was the king of the 
ifland, accompanied by his queen. It 
was with fome difficulty that Tupia 
prevailed upon them to venture on 
board ; and it is queftioned whether 
their aftonifliment was greater on view 
ing the fhip, or at fceing Tupia as one 
of her company. ‘They gazed at eve~ 
ry thing they faw with that kind of 
wonder aad delight, with which ordi- 
nary fpectators behold works of art; 
being afraid to afk queftions for fear of 
betraying their ignorance of the prin 
ciples on which they are conftruéted, 

On going afhore on this ifland, Tu- 
pia uncloathed himfelf to the waift, and 
prevailed on an Englih officer to do the 
fame; then fat down, in the midft of a 
great concourfe of inhabitants, and 
made an oration, in the intervals of 
which fmall prefents paffed, which,-if 
we may judge from the like practice of 
the North-American Indians, were fo 
many pledges of peace, but, according 
to our voyagers, were pre(ents to their 
country gods, which by the king of the 
country was repaid with hogs and 
fowls, as offerings to Tupia’s gods, of 
which, however, the crew on board 
ftood moft in need, and accordingly 
applied them without fcruple to their 
own ufe. After a day or two’s ftay at 
this ifland, where only eleven hogs 
could be purchafed, they purfued their 
voyage, Capt. Cook having previoully 
prefented the king with a pewter plate, 
on which was engraven, His Britanaic 
Majeflys foip ENDEAVOUR, Lieut. 
Cook, Commander, 16th Fuly, 1769s 
as a memorial that this ifland was filt 
vifited by that fhip. 

This ifland is about 90 miles N. 58 
W. from Otaheite, and-is about feven 
leagues in circumference. ‘The men 
of this ifland were large, and the wo- 
men handfome. Mr. Banks meafured 


- one who was fix feet three inches and 


a half high, but fo lazy that he would 
not afcend the mountains, tho’ invited 
by Mr. Banks to accompany him on 
promife of an ample rewaics 

On leaving this ifland they failed to 
ULIETEA, an ifland at about feven or 
eight leagues diitance from the former, 
where they found a ** tree of the fig 
© kind, the trunk of which (or rather 
‘6 a conzeries of roots, as the writer 
** expreifes it) was 42 paces in cire 
‘6 cumfecgnce,” 
: Nothing 
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Nothing more remarkable was feen 
here; and ‘Tupia having reprefented 
Bolabola, a neighbouring ifland, as 
mhabited by a defperate banditti, wha 
were the terror of the nations round 
them, they determined to pay thofe 
hoftile people a vifit; but were pre- 
vented by contrary winds, and more 
prefling bufinefs. 

On the 2d of Auguft they caft an- 
shor ijn a convenient harbour on the 
S. E.. end of Ulietea, over-againft 
Bolabola, determining to take in water 
for a Jonger voyage, and to ftop a leak 
in the powder room before they depart 
ed. On going afhore they were agree- 
ably furprifed by the civil manner in 
which they were received; every one 
vying with the other in fhewing them 
the greateft refpe&. Mr. Banks, and’ 
thofe whe accompanied him, while the 
Captain was buly in giving directions 
about the repairs of the thip, were en- 
tertained in a manner entirely new. 
In the houfts they entered, they met 
with ladies moft elegantly dreffed, and 
children the neateft and prettieft they 
had ever beheld, who received the pre- 
fents offered them with a politene(s and 
grace that would have done honour to. 
the beft-bred people in Europe. In 
this ifland they purchafed provifions at a 
more moderate rate than they bad lately 
paid, and were entertained with a fpecies 
ef grotefque dancing, very laughable, 
and not ungraceful. They faw, be- 
fides, interludes and dramatic enter- 
tainments that varied in dialogue and: 
reprefentation. The head-drefles of 
the ladies here were truly elegant, and: 
the inhabitants in general were diftin- 

uifhed from any they had yet feen, 
Both by the beauty of their perfons, 
and the courtefy of their manners. Or, 
this ifland, and near the {pot where the 
thip lay, ‘Tupia had fermerly an inhe- 
vitance, of which he was deprived. by 
the invaders fsom Belabola. He was 
_ very defirous of fhewing his refentment 
to the {poilers, and infifted on firing a 
gun againft the ifland, which was com- 
plicd with, tho’ at 7 miles diftance, 
To the clufter of iflands (fix in num- 
ber) that lie here at a fmall diftance 
from each other, they gave the name of 
Sociery IsLanDs; from whence 
they took their depa:ture on the oth of 
Auguit, and on the 13th arrived at an 
ifland, which Tupia called Obeteroa. 

- Here Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, Mr. 
Gore, and Tupia endeavoured to land ; 
but found a reception different from 
any they had yet met with; a canoe

from the fhore endeavoured to board’ 
their boat, and it was with difficulty 
the favages were beaten off, and that 
not without having recourfe to fire- 
arms, which, however, was attended 
with no farther mifchief than flightly 
wounding one of the affailants in the 
face. The people of this ifland were 
brawny and well made, were armed: 
with lances and clubs, and appeared 
by their behaviour along the coatt to be 
nimble, aétive, and bold, The ifland 
lies in Jat. 22° 27’ S. and in long.. 
t50° 47' W. from Greenwich. Ft 
was taken notice of by the voyagers, 
that the cloth with which thefe ifland- 
ers were cloathed, was of a fuperior 
kind ;, that it was richer dyed, better 
painted, and more regularly and beau 
tifully varied, than. that of the other 
iflands; and that their clubs and lances 
were more highly polithed. 

On the rsth of Auguft, they took 
their departure from this ifland, and 
fteered to the fouthward with a view to 
the difcovery of a fouthern continent. 
On the 30th they faw a comet, which. 
at one in the morning appeared juft a- 
bove the horizon to the eaftward; at 
half after four it paffed the meridian in 
lat..58° 20'S. and long. 147° 6’ W.. 
Tupia, on feeing it, cried out that the 
people of Bolabola would now kill the 
“aac of Ulistea, or that thofe of the 
atier ifland muft fly to the mountains, 
They purfued their courfe till Sept. x. 
when being in lat. 40° 22’ S. and in 
long. 174° 29' W. and no figns of a 
continent appearing, they changed theix 
direction, and fteered to the northward. 

On Sunday the 3d, they plied to the 
weltward. 

On the roth they were in lat. 29¢ 
S. and in long. 159° 29’ W. 

On the 24th in lat. 33° 18’ S. long. 
362° 51’ W. 

On the 27th in lat. 28° 59’ S. long, 
369° 5’ W. faw bunches of fea-weed, 
a bird like a fnipe, and a feal afleep. 
upon the water. 

On the 28th and 29th, more fea- 
weed. 

O&, 1. faw birds innumerable, and 
feals out of foundings ; faw rock- 
weed, an infallible fign of land not far 
diftant. 

On the 2d in lat. 37° 10’ §. long. 
372° 54! W. 

On the 3d in Jat. 36° 56’ S. long. 
373° 27/W. More fea-weed, and 
fome wood covered with barnacles. 

On the 4th more feals, and a brown 
bird, with white feathers under the 
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wing, many of which are feen about 
the Falkland Iles. 

On the gth the water changed colour. 

On the 6th faw land from the maft- 
head. 

On the 7th they approached the land, 
and, from its elevated appearance, the 
= opinion was, that they had 

ound the Terra Aufralis incognita. 

On the 8th they faw numbers of peo- 
ple fitting on the beach, and from the 
amaft-head many inclofures with regu- 
far palings. In the evening they caft 
‘anchor in ten fathom water, at the 
mouth of a fmall river, in view of a 
high chain of mountains, which ap- 
peared to be at a great diftance within 
dand. As foon as the fhip was ftation- 


ed, the Captain, Mr. Banks, Dr. So-' 


fander, and a party of men went on 
fhore in the pinnace, with the yaul to 
attend them. On landing, fome na- 
tives who were fitting on the beach ran 
away, and while the gentlemen were 
making up to fome huts near the fhore, 
_ four men rufhed out ef the woods, 
armed with lances, and attempted to 
cut off the yaul, in which were four 
boys that had charge of her. The 
‘cockfwain of the pinnace feeing their 
danger, called to them, to let she yaul 
drive, which they did; but the favages 
eagerly purfuing, the oockfwain fired 
a mufket over their heads. They at 
firft flood aftonifhed, but looking 
round, and feeing nothing but fmoke, 
‘they continued their purfuif, when'a 
fecond mutket was fired as the former, 
and with no better effe€l; but on one 
of the favages lifting up his lance to 
dart at the yaul, the cockf{wain fhot 
him dead. At which. the others ftood 
fometime motionlefs, but recovering 
their fright, they endeavoured to drag 
away the dead body, which however 
they foon quitted to facilitate their 
flight. On the report of the firft muf- 
ket, the gentlemen, and the party that 
accompanied them, got together, and 
returning to the boats, they found the 
dead man fhot thro’ the heart. He 
was of the middle ftature, brown com- 
plexion, one fide of this face tattaowed, 
and he was covered with a garment of 
fine cloth, altogether new. They in. 
ftantly returned to the fhip, and on 
the gth endeavoured to reconcile them- 
felves to the inhabitants, and to trades; 
but nothing that they had to offer feem- 
ed of any value to thefe favages, who, 
notwithftanding Tupia’s language was 
perfectly underftood by them, could not 
be prevailed upon @ enter into friend= 


fhip; but behaving with great info. 
lence, and confenting to the exchange 
ef nothing but arms for arms, (theirs 
being long pikes, with fhort truncheons 
of green talk polifhed, weighing from 
4 to 5 pounds) after thooting one of 
them dead, who had fnatched a fcymi- 
tar from ‘one of the officers, and 
wounding haif a feore more with fmalk 

fhot, they returned again to the fhip. 
On the morning of September 105 
the Captain manned the boats, and 
coatting along the bay, they came up 
with fome canoes, the people on board 
of which were employed in fithing; 
thefe they endeavoured to furprife, but 
all of them made their efcape, except 
the crew of one canoe, who, finding 
themfelves. farrounded, began a defpe- 
rate engagement with ftones and pad- 
dles, and were not fubdued till tour, 
out of feven of their number, were 
fhot dead. The other three, lais of 12, 
15, and 19 years of age, leaped mto 
the fea, and it was not without difii- 
culty that they were feized and made 
prifoners: thefe they entertained on 
board with all poffible kindnefs, cloath- 
ed them, and ornamented their wrifts 
and ancles after their own manner; 
and endeavoured, but in vain, to con- 
ciliate themfelves, thro” their means, to 
the reft of the natives, The people near 
the river were enemies tothe people in 
the bay from whence the youths were 
made captives ; and all that then refult- 
ed from the fpillmg of fo much inne- 
cent blood was, the fetting on fhore to 
their cannibal neighbours three lads, 
who prayed not to be there deferted, for 
that the people there would kill them 
and eat them. Finding nothing to be 
done here but quarretling, they fet fail, 
and coafting along the main land with 
a gentle fail, they were vifited next day 
in a more friendly manner, and were 
told that the three lads were returned 
ito their own homes, and that it was te 
their report that the vifitors had ven- 
tured on board. Thefe traded for all 
they had, even to their cloaths and pad- 
dies, and it was. with reluétance that 
they quitted the fhip when night came 
on, and nothing more was to be done, 
Three of them aétually concealed 
themfelves till mornings but when 
they rofe, and found that the thip had 
made confiderable way, they began to 
be very uneafy; hewever, they were 
foon relieved by fomeof their country= 
men approaching the fhip, and carry= 
ing them off in their canoe. Here they 
learnt, that what the boys {aid was 
true, 
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tive, that the inhabitants. were men- 
eaters. In coafting along this conti- 
nent, as they ftill mmagined it to be, 
they fometimes paffed fimall iflands, 
fometimes loft fightof land, and fome- 
times were entangled among rocks and 
fhallows. They beheld throughout 
‘their courfe the fhores lined with inha- 
bitants ; and’ whenever any of them 
approached near enough to be fpoke 
with, they were well underftood by 
Tupia, and he by them, They were 
fometimes very friendly, but more of- 
ten threatened war, 

On Sunday the sth, as they were 
coating along with an eafy fail, fome 
fifhermen came off, and offered fome 
fiale fith to fell; thefe were purchafed 
to encourage fome more valuable traf- 
fic; and prefently came along fide a 
Jarge canoe with two and twenty armed 
meu. While the trade for fifth was go- 
ing on, Tayota, Tupia’s boy, was em- 
ployed on the outfide the fhip to hand 
up and down the articles of exchange ; 
when all of a fudden the boy was mif- 
fing, and the canoes were paddling ve- 
ry fatt away, The marines who were 
under arms, were ordered to fire, and 
one of the rowers of the canoe, on 
hoard of which the boy was fecreted, 
dropping, in the firft moments of their 
confternation the boy got loofe, threw 
himéelf into the fea, and was fwimming 
towards the fhip, when the large canoe 
pulled round to recover him ; but fome 
mufkets and a great pun being levelled 
at her, the foon gave over the purfuit, 
the thip was brought to, a boat hoift- 
ed out, and the pocr youth taken up 
unhurt, but fo frighted, that it was 
fome day» before he refumed his wont- 
ed chearfulnefs ; when bringing a fifh 

- to Tupia, he prefented it as an offering 
to his god for his providential efcape : 
an irvetragable proof of his belief of the 
interpofition of an over-ruling Provi- 
dence. 

- On the 17th of O&ober, having fail- 
ed to the fouthward as far as lat. 40° 
34! §. and’ finding the land altering for 
the worle, they changed their courle at 
Cape Turnagain, and ficered to the 
northward. 

On the 2oth they pafied the bay 
where they before had the fkirmith 
with the natives; and on the 2rft an- 
chered in a buy a few leagues to the 
northward, where finding the natives 
friendly difpofed, they landed to take 
a view of the country, and were de- 
lighted to fee inclofures, as neatly laid 
out, and as well cultivated, as in the 


moft fruitful parts of Europe. They 
likewife took notice of the decent man- 
ner in which the inhabitants lived ; 
that they dreffed their food by roafting 
or baking, eat their meals at ftated 
times, followed their feveral occupa- 
tions regularly, cloathed themfelves 
modeftly, efpecially the women; and 
that, by way of decoration, they paint- 
ed their faces with red ocre and oil, by 
which many of the failors, who traf- 
ficked with the girls on fhore, brought 
away the marks upon their nofes. One 
inftance of delicacy prevailed generally 
among thefe people, that befpoke them 
not uncivilized, and that was, that to 
every three or four houfes was annex- 
ed a privy; a convenience not every 
where to be met with among the Eu- 
ropean nations, whofe pride would, 
notwithftanding, be hurt to be placed 
upon a level with thefe favages, 

The people of this country, who were 
at firft fo hoftile, were now fo gentle 
and friendly, that nothing the ftrangers 
could afk was ever refuled by them, 


-Mr. Banks and his party being belated 


on fhore, requefted a canoe to carry 
them on board. In an inftant a canoe 
was launched, and placed in readine{s 
for them to enter; but their requeft 
was near proving fatal to the company, 
eight in number, who not being accuf- 
tomed to balance fuch boats, almoft as 
foon as they put off from fhore, overfet 
the canoe im the furf. Fortunately, 
no life was loft. Only half the num- 
ber ventured to embark a fecond time, 
and half the number were carried fafe 
to the fhip; the other half were left 
for a fecond trip, and they were car- 
ried fafe alfo, 

Ina neighbouring harbour, to which 
thefe friendly Zealanders directed the 
fhip to compleat her wood and water, 
they were fur prifd and delighted with 
the view of a natural curiofity, that 
exceeded any thing they had ever 
beheld. It was a mott fiupendous arch, 
formed naturally, in the middle of a 
rock, communicating with the fea, and 
exhibiting a moft delightful view of 
the hills and adjacent vallies on the 
oppofite fide. The breadth of the arch 
was 27 feet, the depth 75, and the 
height 40 feet. 

In their. walks along the avenues 


' from this harbour, Mr. Banks's party 


were met by an old warrior, who di- 
verted them with a fham atiack after 
his country manner; a poft was his 


_ his adverfary, and a lance and pata- 


patoo were his weapons; the dance 
was 
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Was about twelve feet long, and the 
ata-patoo about fifteen inches, in fhape 
ike a battledore, with the broad end 
fharpened all round to an edge, and 
the handle finely polifhed. He firft 
attacked the poft with his lance, and 
having pierced it, fell upon it with his 
pita-patoo, cleaving it at every ftroke, 
to fhew the manner of cleaving the 
head of “an enemy. The pata-patoo 
appears to be a more deadly weapon 
thas even the tomohawk of the Indians 
of North America; and, as the North- 
American Indian plumes himfe]f upon 
the fcalps of the enemy, fo thefe war- 
riors carry off im’ triumph the jaw- 
boncs. ‘The North-American Indian 
tortures his prifoner ; the New Zea- 
lander eats him. Such ts the favage 
brutality praétifed by rational men ! 

Here they faw birds of beautiful co- 
lours, and plants innumerable, alto- 
‘gether different from any known in 
Europe ; but no articles of traffic, fith 
and a few curiofities only excepted ! 

As they proceeded to the north- weft, 
along the coaft, the inhabitants, who 
had not yet been male acquiinted 
with their power of doing mifchief, re- 
newed their holtilities; but it does not 
appear that more than two or three 
lives were loft in thefe attacks. 

On the 4th of November they an- 
chored in a bay, where they moored 
the fhip, intending to obferve the tran- 
fit of Mercury on the gth. 

On the 8th, their latitude, by ob- 
fervation, was 36° 47’ 43" S. 

On the gth,thetranfit came on at 7h. 
20’ 58” apparent time. According to 
Mr. Green, the aftronomer, the in- 
ternal conta& was at 12h. 8/58”, the 
external at 12h. 9’ 55” p.m.3; but, 
according to the Captain, the internal 
contaét was at zh. 8’ 54”, and the 
external 12h. 9/ 48”: the latitude of 
the place of obfervation was 36° 48/ 

‘ 5- By an error of the prefs in the 

‘original 30° is printed for 36°, of 
which fome notice fhould be ‘taken in 
the errata. 

While the gentlemen were bufy in 
making their obfervations on fhore, a 
fray happened between the natives and 
the thip’s company on board, in which 
an Indian was thot dead by the com- 
manding officer. 

On reviewing the country, they 
obferved a kind of fortification on the 
top of a hill, which excited their cu- 
riofity to vifit. On examining the fi- 
tuation, they found, that both art and 

“pature concurred to make it almoft im- 


‘and not at ali difpofed to mifchiet; 


pregnable. It was defended on three 
fides by. inacceffible rocks, and on the 
fourth by a ditch and bank, which, 
from the bottom’of one to the top af 
the other, meafured two-and-twenty 
feet. It had been befides defended by 
paliffadoes, projecting forwards over 
the ditch; but thefe appeared to have 
been deftroyed by fire: fo that thefe 
people do not feem wanting in the 
know!edge of attacking fortified pla- 
ces. 

On the zoth, ftill continuing coaft- 
ing along the ifland, they anchored in 
a bay, where the natives received them 
with open arms; and, going afhore to 
examine the country, they found in the 
woods trees of an. incredible fize, one 
of which meafured nineteen feet eight 
inches in the girt, fix feet above the 
ground, and from the root.to the fir 
branch eighty- nine feet, and as ftraight 
as an arrow, and tapered but very: lit- 
tle in proportion to its height. Between 
the woods in which thefe trees grow, 
there runs a river not unlike the 
Thames, where fhips of any burden 
might ride in fafety, and load with all 
imaginable eafe, . 

On Tuefday the sth of December, 
the fhip ftruck againit a rock, but 1e- 
ceived no damage. 

On the 6th, being in latitude 34° 59! 
S. and landing to haul the feine, the 
Indians laughed at their nets, and 
fhewed them one of theirs five fathom 
deep, and not lefs than three or four 
hundred fathom long, made of a kind 
of grafs which is very ftrong. Their 
chief employment feems to be fifhing, 
at which they are very expert. 

In traverfing the coaft, they found 
the northermoft cape of the country to 
lie in Jat.34° 30'S. long. 187°18’ W. 

They then ftood to the fouthward, 
to examine the oppofite fide of the 
country; andg on the 16th of January, 
anchored within fifteen miles of Mur- 
derers-bay, where ‘Fafman loft a part 
of his crew. Here they found that 
dogs and men were equally eaten as 
dainties by the inhabitants ; buat, not- 
withftanding this favage cuftom, they 
found the people civil and obliging, 









yet our Chriftian peuple, to thew their 
difpofiticn to peace, fhot and wound- 
ed two or three of them for fport. In 
this ftation they were ferenaded in the 
night with the melody of birds, the 
fweeteft they ever heard fing. Their 
number was incredible, and theit 
notes, when wnited, fp fhrill, that 

they 





they were heard diftin&ly at a quarter 
of a mile’s diftance from the thore. 

On the 30th of January, Captain 
Cook caufed two memorials to be 
erected, one near the watering place, 
and one an adfacent ifland, and took 
folemn pofleffion of this and the adjoin- 
ing country, in the name of K.George 
III. and honoured the inlet in which 
they rode with the name of Queen 
Charlotie’s found, being in lat. 41° 5° 
32'S. 

While they lay in this bay, an old 
man was very friendly, and fond of 
‘Tupia, who afked him many queftions, 
particulaily whether they. had any tra- 
ci ion among them of ever being vilited 
by fackh a fhip or people as what they 
now faw: He aniwered in the nega- 
tive; but added, that his anceftors had 
told him, that a fma'l veffel, with four 
men, from a diftant country, called 
Ulimaroa, had once come to that place, 
out were all murdered. 

Having quitted this place on the 6th 
of February, 1770, they found a 
ftrait, which divided the country, thro’ 
which they failed, and then changed 
their courfe to the eaftward.

Remarks on the Difpute about the Ro- 
tation of the Moon round her Axis.

HE difputants on both fides the 

queftion admit the principal fact, 
that the moon ever fhews the fame face 
to the earth; and both fides, in all 
probability, have exaétly the fame 
ideas of the moon’s motion. In what, 
then, can they differ, but in the zame 
by which this motion is to be called ? 
Settle the idea ef “* turning round an 
axis,” and all difputing vanithes ; but, 
if the two parties fet ovt with a 
different definition, one may affirm, 
the.other deny, yet both agree. No- 
thing can make this matter plainer 
than what the late Prefident of the 
Royal Society recommended to you, 
viz. to march round the table, and 
keep your face always turned towards 
a candle placed in the middle.—You 
did fo.—I dare fay the Prefident concei- 
ved as juftly of your motion,as you who 
performed it; yet the Prefident would 
Jay, you had made a revolution round 
your own axis, becaufe your face had 
been fucceffively turned toward the four 
quarters of the world.—-You, on the 
contrary, jay mot; becaufe, as. you 
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allege (and that with truth), ** you 
had not gone round on your heel,” 
Machines, however ingenioufly con- 
trived, can prove nothing. All the 
ufe that can be made of them is to thew 
a fpectator an exact refemblance of the 
feveral motions in queftion, and then 
afk by what nameeach fhould be call- 
ed, whether revolution or rotation ; 
and thus, indeed, we may make ex- 
periments to fettle the meaning of a 
word. Whether this be worthy of a 
philofopher, I will not fay; but it is 
certainly a pity, that they who reall 
think alike fhould yet believe they dif- 
fer, becaufe they do not all fpeak the

oO’ reading the account in the papers 

fome time ago, of a man who pre- 
tended to open the head of any animal, 
and to cure it again in a very fhort 
time, it put me in mind of Sir Kenelme 
Digby’s fympathetic powder, of which 
he gives the following remarkable ac- 
count: 

‘¢ Mr. James Howell, fays Sir Ke- 
nelme, well known for his public 
works, endeavouring to part two of 
his friends engaged in a duel, feized, 
with his left hand, the hiltof the {word 
of one of the combatants, and, with 
his right hand, laid hold of the blade 
of the other. They, being tranfported 
with fury one againft the other, ftrug- 
gled torid themfelves of the hinderance 
their friend made to prevent mifchief ; 
and one of them, roughly drawing the 
blade of his fword, cut to the very 
bone the nerves and mufcles of Mr. 
Howell’s hand; and then the other, 
difengaging his hilt, gave a crofs blow 
at his adverfary’s head, which glanced 
towards his friend, who lifting up his 
wounded hand to fave the blow, -he 
was wounded on the back of his hand, 
as he had becn before on the infide. 
The two combatants, feeing Mr. 
Howell’s face befmeared with blood 
by lifting up his wounded hand, left 
off fighting. at once, and ran to em- 
brace him; and, having fearched his 
hurts, they bound up his hand with 
one of his garters, to clofe the veins 
which were cut and bled abundantly. 
They brought him home, and fent for 
afurgeon; but this being heard at 
court, the King fent one of his own 
furgeons, for bis Majefty much affected 
Mr, Howell, ie 
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* Tt was my chance to be Jodged hard 
by himy and four or five days after, as 
I was making my <lf ready, he came 
to my houfe, and prayed me to view 
his wounds; ‘* for I underftand,” 
faid he, ‘* that you have extraordinary 
remedies upon fuch occafions, and my 
furgeons are apprehenfive, that my 
wound may grow to a gangrene, and 
fo the hand muft be cut off.”’ In ef- 
feét, his countenance fhewed that he 
was in much pain, which he faid was 
infupportable, in regard of the extreme 
inflammation. 
willingly ferve him, but if haply he 
knew the manner how I would treat 
him, without touching the wound, or 
feeing it, perhaps he would not expofe 
himfelf to my cure, becaufe he might 
think it either ineffectual or fupertti- 
tious. He replied, that ‘‘ the wonder- 
ful things which many have related 
unto me of your way of curing, make 
me nothing at a]l doubt of its efficacy.” 
I afked him then for any thing that 
had the blood upon it; fo he prefently 
fent for his garter wherewith bis hand 
was firft bound; and, having called 
for a bafon of water, as if I would 
wath my hands, I took a handful of 
powder of vitriol, which I had in my 
ftudy, and prefently diffolved it. As 
foon as the bloody garter was brought 
me, I put it within the bafon, obfer- 
ving, in the mean while, what Mr. 
Howell did, who ftood talking witha 
gentleman in the corner of my cham- 
ber, not regarding at all what I was 
doing ; but he ftarted fuddenly, as if 
he had fourd fome ftrange alteration 
in himfelf. I afked him, What’ he 
ailed? ‘* I know not what ails me,” 
replied he, ‘¢ but I find that I feel no 
more pain. Methinks that a pleafing 
kind of frefhnefs, as if a wet cold 
napkin did {pread over my hand, has 
taken away the inflammation that tor- 
mented me formerly.”’ I anfwered, 
Since you feel already fo good an ef- 
feet de medicament, 1 advife you 
to caft away all your plaifters ; only 
keep the wound clean, and in a mo- 
derate temper betwixt heat and cold. 
This was reported to the Duke of 
Buckingham, and a little after to the 
King, who were both very curious to 
know the circumftance of the bufinefs, 
which was, that, after dinner, I took 
the garter out of the water, and put it 
to dry before a great fire. It was {carce 
dry but Mr. Howell’s fervant came in 
running, that his mafter felt as much 
burning as ever he had done, if not 


I told him I would 


more; for the heat was fuch, as if his 
hand was betwixt coals of fire. I an- 
fwered, that though that had happened 
at prefent, yet he fhould find eafe in a 
fhort time; for I knew the reafon of 
this accident, and I would provide ac- 
cordingly; for his matter fhould be 
free from that inflammation, it may be, 
before he could pofftbly return unto 
him ; but, in cafe he found no eafe, 
wifhed him to come -prefently back 
again ; if not, he might forbear co- 
ming. ‘Thereupon he went; and, at 
the inftant, I did put again the garter 
into the water, ‘and he found his mafter 
without any pain at all, 

King James, who had: received 2 
punétual information of what had hap- 
pened, would fain know how it was 
done: I readily told him what the 
author, from whom I had the fecret, 
faid to the great Duke of Tufcany on 
the like occafion: (it was a religious 
Carmelite, who came from the Indies 
and Perfia to Florence; he had alfo 
been in China, and having done many 
ftrange cures with his powder, after his 
arrival in Tutcany,) the Duke faid he 
would be very glad to learn it of him; 
and the Carmelite anfwered, that it 
was a fecret he had learnt in the orien- 
tal parts, and he thought there was not 
any perfon in Europe who knew it 
but himfelf, and that it deferved not 
to be divulged, which could not be 
done if his Highnefs meddled with the 
practice of it, becaufe he was not 
likely to do it with his own hand, but 
muf truft a furgeon, or fome other 
fervant; fo that in a_ fhort time 
diver$ others would come to know it 
as well as himflf.—But a few months 
after, I had an opportunity to do an 
important courtefy to the Carmelite, 
which induced him to difcover unto me 
his fecret, and the fame year he re- 
turned to Perfia; fo that now there is 
no other knows this fecret in Ewrope 
but myfelf. The King replied, that 
I need not be apprehentive that he 
would difcover any thing, for he would 
not truft any body in the world to 
make experience of his fecret, but that 
he would do it with hjs own hands, 
and therefore defird fome of the 
powder, which I delivered, inftru&ing 
himin all the circumftances ; where- 
upon his Majefty made fundry proofs, 
whence he received fingular fatis- 
faétion.” 

How far this may be credited in this 
enlightened age, J will not pretend to 
fay; yet Mr, Bayle, the auther of the 

cele- 
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celebrated di€tionary which. bears his 
name, relates fomething no le(s flrange, 
ina letter to a fiiend, dated Rotter- 
dam, March 27, 1697. ‘** It is, fays 

he, {ome time ago that I mentioned to 
you a phyfician in Friezeland, who has 
performed feveral cures without giving 
any thing to his patients. “He con- 
tents himfelf with mingling’ with 
their urine fomewhat, which, as the 
malady requires, either fweats, vomits, 
or purges. He continues this practice, 
and I am told he was domeflic to a 
certain great Lord of- Italy, who was 
fent for to the Court of Vienna, to 
cure the Emperor, which he a¢tually 
did. This man difcovered his mafter’s 
fecret, and has fet up for himfelf. Yet 
he is not the only one who profeffes it, 
for theré are three others who purfue 
this practice as well as he; one at 
Leyden, one at Antwerp, and a third 
has been here at this city of Rotterdam 
for two or three months. He has but 
Jately been in any degree of credit. 
His houfe at -prefent is like the pool of 
Bethefda, all ‘who are difeafed run thi- 
ther. It is certain that he has cured 
fome, and that he has fweated a great 
many. The phyficians cry out z agar ft 
him with the utmof fury; and,- as 
there are more in this country than in 
any other, who are apt to deny, as im- 
poffible, whatever they do not comp.e- 
hend, fo there are numbers who join 
in the fame outcry with the phylicians, 
but, not being able to deny the-ta& that 
many have been fweated, they altibute 
this to a prepoffeffed imagination. For 
my own part I cannot think it impof- 
fible, phyfically fpeaking, that a man 
may be made to fweat by having foume- 
thing put into his urine. 

Thefe relations, ‘witti others no lefs 
wonderful that are mentioned in the 
great Philofopher Bacon's Natural 
Hiftory, feem to give countenance to 
the <pretenfions of this new oprrator, 
who, the papers fay, did adtualiy per- 
form fome extraordinary cures.

OF ail the topics on which the poets, 

ancient and mod.in, have exer- 
cifed their imagination, and ‘vied, as 
it were, with each other, for the vikto- 
ry, there is no one that has been more 
generally or more fuccefsfully attempt- 
ed, than the defcription of the night. 
Homer and Apollonius. among the 
Greek, Virgil and Sia@lias among the

Roman writers, feem to haye put forth 
all their flrength on this favotirite ar- 
gument; and have each found thci¢ 
feveral admirers, who liave weighed 
and adjufted their refpeétive prétentions 
witha {crupulous exactnefs, Great as 
their merits are, I fhall, with the leave 
of the critics, venture to affert, that 
they have all been eclipfed, ‘ in'this one 
article, by the poets of our own na- 
tion. The copy of ° Homer's night- 
piecé has received fome delicate touches, 
and exquifite héightenings, froin the 
pencil of Pope, which render it fupe- 
rior to the original; and Shake/peare’s 
Greadful defcription in Macbeth (not 
to mention the pleafingly pidturéfque 
one‘of Aiz/ton) infinitely excels all that 
have preceded it, as being an affem- 
blage of the moft ftriking images, 
perhaps, that nature itfelf can afford, 
or poetic fancy can form.

I heard him repeat it, threw me into 
this train of thinking, and o¢cafioned 
me, at my return home, to turn to 
the feveral defcriptions before alluded 
to, and to fome other celebrated ones 
of our Englifs authors. Among thefe, 
none, I think, approaches ‘fo near the 
nerit of Shakefpeare’s, as that of 
Marflon, his contemporary, in the 
opening of his tragedy called Antonio's 
Revenge. As this play is not eafily to 
be met with, I fliali tranferibe the 
paflage ;

My edition of this play is of the 
tyear 1602: ‘it ‘carinot, therefore, be 
doubted but Shakefpcare hed read it, 
before he wrote his’ Macbeth; pro- 
bably had played a part in it; fince we 
dean from Lawpbaine [Catalogue of 
Dramatic Authors,article MARSTON}, 
that all Marflon’s pieces had’ been per- 
formed, and approved by the’ au- 
idience at Blackfriars.” It is, however, 
wery- obfervable,' that, although this 
defcription confitls of fo many jut 3nd 
natural images, tnd is worked ap in 
fack ftrength and propriety.of diction, 

. swith fome of the thal} txpreffive and 
chavadteriftic epithets inthe Engtith 
danguage ; yet;fuch' is the originality 
of Shakefpeate’s penius; that he has 
‘not copied even adingle image (for the 
ghott ts introduced only by way of 
fimiie), nor adopted more than one epi- 
thet in his own defetiption,and that too 
shas been confiderably improved in his 
hands, by the manner in which he has 
‘applied it. Marflon confines his ideas 
to the night alone, and this, by a bald 
‘metaphor, he reprefents as being ac- 
tually dead: Shake/peare, with a much 
bolder flight of fancy, extends the e- 
pithet to Nature herfelf; but, at the 
fame time, with the &rifteft attention 
‘to propriety and truth, qualifies its 
force by the verb he makes ufe of: 
Wature feems dead. Dryden, ftruck 
with the beauty and-forciblenels of this 
imace, has tranfplanted it into that 
well-known defeription in the Congueff 
of Mexico: 

All things are hufo'd, as Nature's feif 
lay dead: 

Where it conflitutes the principal fi- 

gure in the piece, being equally jott 

and noble in itfelf, and rifing {till 

-higher in eftimation, from a compari- 

fon with the many concetti, and affect- 

ed prettinefles that appear in the fuc- 

ceeding lines : 

‘The mountains feem to nod their drow- 
fy head ;

faance of an act of parliament patt 


laft feffions, has already produced a 
ferment throughout that cominent, and 
is likely to be attended with more 
alarming confequences. The follow- 
ing accounts are inferted to fhew the 
beginning of troubles. P 

New-York, Nov. 29. Capt. Cou- 
per is arrived here from London, in 
which fhip came Col. Chriflie, of the 
Royal Americans. Capt. Couper in- 
forms us, that 10 days before him 
failed a fhip for Botton, with. tea 
cheits 600; a fhip for Philadelphia 
was fallen down the river, with 6003 
a thip for Charles- Town, ready to fail, 
200; a thip for Rhode-ifland, ditto 
200; and another for New-York, 
taking in 600; in all 2200 chefs. It 
was /aidin London, that Commiffioners 
for the fale of the tea wou!d be fent 
out with it, 

Bofton, (New England) Nov. 22%! 
Latt Friday his Majefty’s Council. of 
this Province met, by. a fummons 
from Governor Hutchinfon, to confie 
der a petition of the tea Commiffioners 
in this town, praying *¢ to refign thente 
felves, and the property committed to 
their care, to. his Excellency and their 
Honours, as guardians and protectors 
of the p-ople,” and ** that meafures 
mzy be adveited to, for the landing and 
fecuring the teas, until the petitioners 
can be at liberty openly and fafely to 
ditpofe of the fame, or until they can 
receive a direétion from their con- 
ftituents, 

Laft Wednefday evening a number 
of people aflembled before the houfe 
of Richard Clarke, Efq; in School- 
fireet, and being irritated by a mutket 
or piltol being hed at them out of the 
houfe, they broke the windows, and 
did other damage. 

New-York, Dec. 1. By the Bofton 
papers of the 25th of November, we 
find the tea was not then arrived: the 
Commiffioners had refufed to refign, 
and had afked proteétion of the go- 
yernment, to dcfead themin an in- 
tended treafon againft its conftitution ! 

New-York, Dec. y. Tt having been 
yeported that the Hon. Henry White, 
Efq; Abraham Lot, Efq; and Me. 
Benjamin Booth, were appointed Com- 
miffioners for the fale of tea, intended 
to be tent to this colony by the Eaift- 
India Company ; a number of the in- 
habitanis of the city met at the houfe 
of Capt. Thomas Doran, on the 2 sti 
of Noy. laf, and appointed a com- 
mittee to wait on thole gentlemen, “a 
defire to know of them, whether, i 

de. . they 
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they were appointed, they would aé& on 
thé faid commiffion or not ? The Com- 
mittee waited on them accordingly, 
and received the following anfwer ; 

s¢ Gentlemen, At prefent we have 
received no appointment from the Eaft- 
India Company, nor any certain infor- 
mation on what terms the tea is to come 
out to this colony, When it arrives 
if addreffed to us), the community 

all be acquainted with the cotditions 
on which it is fent. Should the tea be 
fhipped liable to the American duty, 
we believe it is againft the fentiments 
of the inhabitants that it fhould be 
fold by us, or any other perfon, and 
therefore we cannot execute the com- 
miffion; nor fhall in any refpeét aé 
therein, contrary to the general fenfe of 
our fellow citizens.” 

On the arrival of the packet, the 
goth of November, the faid gentlemen 
having received certain advice of their 
appointment, at another meeting, a 
committee was again chofen to wait on 
them, and defire their pofitive - anfwer 
to the queftions before propofed ; td 
which they gave the following anfwer, 
which it is not doubted will be fatis- 
fa&tory to vue public, viz. 

«¢ The agents fince find, that the tea 
will come liable to the American due 
ty; and agreeable to their former pto- 
hile, have declined receiving and fell. 
ing it under that predicament. 

Bofon, Dec. 20. On Tueftlay laft 
the body of the people of this and all 
the adjacent towns, and others: fram 
the diftance of.20 miles, affembled at 
the Old South Mecting-hotifle, to en- 
quire the reafon of the delay in fend- 
ing the thip Da:tmouth, with the Eaft- 
India tea, back to London; and hav- 
ing found that the owner had not taken 
the neceffary fteps for that purpofe, 
they enjoined him at his peril to de- 
thand of the Collector of the Ctiftoms 
a clearance for the thip, and appointed 
a committee of 16 to Jee it performed ; 
after which they adjourned to the 
Thurfday following,ten o’clock. They 
then met, and being informed by Mra 
Rotch, that clearance was refufed him, 
they enjoined him to efter a proteft, 
and apply to the Governor for a pafl- 
port by the ¢aftle, and adjourned again 
till three o'clock of the fame day. At 
which time they.again met, and after 
waiting till near fun-fet, Mr. Rotch 
came in and informed them, that he 
had accordingly entered his proteft, and 
wai'ed on the Governor for a pais, but 
his Excellency to!d him he could ne, 


confiftent with his duty, grant it until 
his veffel was qualified. The people, 
finding all their efforts to preferve the 
property of the Eatt-India Company, 
and return it fafely to London, frufe 
trated by the tea corfignees, the ‘Col 
le&tor of the Cuftoms, and the Gover- 
nor of the province, diffolved their 
meeting.—But, behold what followed { 
a number of refolu:e men (dreffed like 
Mo%awks or Indians), determined to 
do all in their power to fave their 
country from the ruin which their ene> 
mies had’ plotted, in -lefs than four 
hours emptied every cheft of tea on 
board the three thips; commanded by 
the Captains Hall, Brice, and Coffin, 
amounting to 342 chefts, into the fea, 
without the leaft darhage dorte ‘to the 
fhips or any other property. * The maf- 
ters and owners are well pleafed that 
their fhips are thas cleared, and the 
people are almoft univerfally congratd= 
lating each other on this happy event. 

Capt.Loring, in a brig from Londort 
for this place, liaving 58 chefts of the 
detefted tea on board, was caft athore 
on the back of Cape Cod lat Friday’ 
fe‘nnight. *Tis expected the Cape In- 
dians will give Us a good account of the 
tea againft our next. 

We are pofitively infotthed, that the 
Patriotic inhabitants of Lexington, a€ 
a late meeting, tnanimoufly refolved 
againft the ufe of bohea tea of all forts, 
Dutch or Englith importation; and, td 
maniteft the tincerity of their refolution, 
they brouglit together every ounce cone 
tained in the town, and committed it 
to. ohe Common bonfire. 

Charles-Towwn, South-Carolina; No« 
wember 26. The tea affair makes great 
noife here, but nothing is yet done 3 
it will be prevented landing, without 
deubt. : 

An inflammatory hafd bill was 4 
few days ago diftributed in Philadel- 
phia, addreffed to the Delaware pilots, 
informing them, that a fhip loaded with 
tea was on her way to that port, bein 
fent out for the purpofe of enflaving wal 
poifoning all the Americans ; and, as 
fhe cannot be brought to anchor beforé 
that city without their affiftance, ex- 
horting them to prevent her arrival ¢ 
they cannot be at a lofs how toact. As 
they have proved fcourges to evil doers, 
it is predicted of the pilots, that they 
will give a faithful ee fatisfactory ac- 
count of the tea fhip, if they fhoull 
meet with her. 

In this hand-bill they fay, “ It ig 
clear, that, if th: Americans buy 4 
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of this tea, they muit pay the Parlia- 
ment’s duty, and acknowledge their 
right to tax us as often and as high as 
they think progets than which nothing 
can be more difgraceful and injurious 
to a free people.” 

New-York, Dec. 6. The following 
notice has been difperfed about this 
city: ** Whereas our nation have lately 
been informed, that the fitters which 
have been forged for us by Great-Bri- 
tain, are hourly expected to arrive ina 
certain fhip, belonging to or chartered 
by the Ealt-India Company : We do, 
therefore, declare, that we are deter- 
mined nat to be enflaved by any power 
on earth ; and that who!oever fhall aid 
or abet fo infamous a defign, or fhall 
prefume to let their ftore or ftores for 
the reception of the infernal chains, 
may depend upon it, that we are pre- 
pared, and fhail not fail to pry them 
an unwelcome vifit, in which they fhall 
be treated as they deferve, by

Philadelphia, Dec. 27. Ata public 
meeting of the inhabitants held at the 
State Houfe on the 18th of O&ober, 
the fenfe of the city was expreffed in 
the following refolves : 

1- That the difpofal of their own 
property is the inherent right of free- 
men ;:that there can be no property in 
that which another can of right take 
from us without our confent; that the 
claim of Parliament to tax America is, 
in other words, .a claim of right to levy 
contributions on us at pleaiure. 

2. That the duty impofed by Par- 
Jiament upon tea Janded in America, 
js a tax on the Americans, or levying 
contributions on them. without their 
confent. 

3. That the refolution lately enter- 
ed into by the Eait- India Company to 
fend out the:r tea to America, Subject 
to duties on its being landed here,. is 
ap open attempt to enforce this mini- 
fterial plan, and a violent attack upon 
the liberties of America. 

4- That it is the duty of every Ame- 
Fican to oppoi¢ this attempt. 

5. That acommittee he immediately 
chofen to.wait on thofe gentlemen, who, 
it is reported, gre appointed hy the Eatt 
India Company to receive and fell the 
faid-tea, and requeft them, from a re- 
gard to their own charaéler, and the 
peace and good order of the city and 
province, immediately to refign their 
appointment. 

In confequence of this appointment 


‘the commitice waited upon the gentle- 


men in this city, who had bien ap- 


- 


poiuted coniigrees of the expected care 
go. Some of the commiffioners refign. 
ed in a manner that gave general fatis- 
faétion ; others in fuch equivocal terms 
as required explanation ; however, ina, 
few days. the refignation was complete. 

At another fubfequent general meet- 
ing it appeared to be the unanimous 
opinicn, that the entry of the thip at 
the cufowi-houle, er the landing any 
part of her cargo, would be attended 
with great danger and difficulty, and 
would direétly tend to deftroy that. 
peace and good order which ought to 
be p-eferved. Anaddition of 12 other 
gentlemen was then made to the former 
committee, and the general meetin 
adjourned «ll the arrivai of the tea fhip, 

_On Chrifimas-day in the evening, aa, 
exyrefs came up from Chefter, that the 
tea thip, commanded by Capt. Ayres, 
with her detefted cargo, was arrived 
there, having followed another fhip up 
the river fo tar. 

The conimittee met early the next 
morning, and being apprized of the 
arrival of Mr. Gilbere Barclay, the 
other confignee, who came paflenger. 
in the fhip, they immediately went in, 
a body to requeft his renunciation of 
the commiffion. Mr. Barclay politely, 
attended the committee at the firt re. 
queft, and being made acquainted with 
the fentiments of the city, and. the 
danger to which the public liberties of 
America were expofed by this meafure,, 
he, after exprefling the particular harde 
fhip of his fituation, alio refigned the. 
commiffion, in a manner which affe« 
ed every one-prefent, 

About two o'clock, the thip having 
weighed anchor, fhe appeared in fight 
of Gloucefter Point, where a number 
of inhabitants from the town had af= 
fembled with the gentlemen from the 
committce. As the paffed along, the 
was hailed, and the Captain requcfted 
not to proceed faither, but to come on 
fhore. This the Captain eomplied 
with, and was accordingly accompa~ 
pied to. town by a number ef perfons, 
Upon an hour's notice this morning, a 
public meetivy was called, and the 
State Houfe not being fufficient to hold 
the numbers affembled, they adjourned 
into the Square.

For the publication of thefe Traéts, 
(being by fome thought foreign to the 
profefion of a preacher) Dr. Tucker 
makes this apology : 

** T have. been repeatedly accufed of 
having made the whele of religion to 
confift in the promotion and extenfion 
of commerce ; or in other words, of 
making trade my religion; and that, 
according to my theory, the moft ex- 
tenfive merchant, or the greateft ma- 
nufacturer, was THEREFORE the bef 
Chrifiian. Now, if it be true, that I 
do maintain any fuch firange and he- 
terodox doétrine, I humbly appieheud, 
that the fermons here printed, will be 
the liklieft of any, which I have ever 
written, to confirm, or refute this 
heavy charge.” 

Dr. Tucker, in his fourth and lat 
Tra&t, which, he fay:, he has added 
to thew what he thinks the true intereit 
of Great Brjtain in regard to the colo- 
nies, confiders all the {chemes that 
have been propofed effectually to bring 
the Americans to terms of mutual a- 
greement. As the third {cheme which 
he confiders is the firft that has been, 
fuggetted fn the prefent occafi n, what 
the Dostor fays on that head hall tuf- 
fice‘as a-fpecimen till a nore ample 
account can be digefted.

- Tg regard to which, important 
poisty the gentleman reafons atter the 
foliewing manner ;---** After fuch an 
offer of an. union, and the contemp- 
tuous refulal of it by the colonies, we 
may well fuppofe, that they (the inha- 
bitants of Great Britain) wij] at as 
one inan, to fupport the juft and law- 
ful, and neceffary authority, of the fu- 
preme legiflature of the Britifh nation, 
over all ‘the dominions of the crown, 
The juftice of their caufe will give via, 
gour to their meaiures 5. and the colo» 
nies that fhall have the foily and, pres, 
fumption to refit them, will be quickly 
reduced to obedience.” 
“It is poffible, nay indeed itis very 
probable, that if a war. was to be 
{peedily undertaken, before Great Bri- 
tain and. Ireland had heen too much 
exhaufted of their inhabitants, emi- 
grating to North America, the forces 
of the mother-country. might prevail, 
and America, however unwilling, be 
forced tofusmit. Butalas ! vidtory alone 
is but a poor compenfation forall the 
blood and treafure which mut be fpilt, 
on fuch an occafion. Not to mentiony. 
that after a conque of their country, 
the Americans would certainly be lefs 
difpofed, even than they are at prefent, 
to become our good cuttomers,. and to 
take our manufactures in return forthofe 
injuries and oppretlioas which they had 
futfered from.us:---I fay, injuries and 
oppreffions ; becaule the colonies would 
moft undoubtedly give no fofter an ap- 
peilation to this conquelt, though pers. 
ha*s it wouid. be no other in. ittelf, 
than a juft chafti‘ement for the manie , 
fold offences’ they had committed. 
Moreover, as the Americans are en= 
deavouring even at prefent to fer wp all 
forts of mechanic trades in order to 
rival us, or at leaft to fuparfede the 
ufe of our manufaétures in their couns 


Atry,---can any man fuppofe, that theis, 


“ardor for fetting up manufaciures 
would ‘be abated by their being forced 
to deal at the’ oue only European thop, 
which they molt deteited ? 

*¢ But what is flill worie, if pofible, 
e--though the Britifh troops mighe 
over-;un the great continent of Northe 
America at firft, it, doth -by no means 
follow, that ‘they, could .b: able to 
maintain a fuperiority in it afterwards 
for any kength of time; and my rea- 
fon is, . becaufe, the governing of a 
country after a peace, 1s a much more 
arduous tafk, in certain circumttances, 
than the conquetigg it ducing a war,, 
Thus; for example, when a peace en- 

fues 
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fues (and furely it ig not intended that 
we fhall be for ever in a ftate of war) 
then a civil conftitution of fome kind 
or other muft neceffarily be eftablithed 3 
and in the cafe before us, there feems 
to be no other alternative, ‘but either 
the permitting the cdlonies to enjoy 
once more thofe advantages of Englifh 
liberty, and of an English conftitu- 
tion, which they had forfeited ; or elfe 
a refojution to govern them for the fu- 
ture by arbitrary {way and defpotic 
power. If the latter fhould be the 
plan adopted, I then humbly fubmit it 
to be duly weighed and confidered, 
what a baleful influence this govern- 
ment a la Prufé would have on every 
other part of the Britith Empire. 
England free, and America in chains ! 
And how foon would the enflaved part 
of the conftitution, and perhaps the 

ater, contaminate the free and the 
Feiter ? Nay, as America was fuund to 
encreafe in ftrength and numbers, an 


army of Englith-born foldiers (for no, 


others could be trufted) firft of 50,000, 
and afterwards perhaps of 100,000, 
would fcarcely be fufficient to keep 


thefe turbulent fpirits in awe, and to 


prevent them, at {uch a prodigious dif- 
tance from the center of government, 
from breaking out into infurreétions 
and rebellions at every favourable op- 
portunity. But if the former were 
to prevail, and a return of Englifh li- 
berties was again to take place, it muft 
alfo follow, that the fyftem of trials 
by juries muft return with them : and 
then, when America fhall grow ftrey¢- 
erand ftronger every day, and England 
et weaker, how is an in- 

urreétion to be quelled in America ? 
And what Englith officer, civil or mi- 
Fitary, would dare to dois? Nay, I 
afk further, granting that he was fo 
brave, of rather fo fool. hardy, as to 
attempt to do his duty, who is to pro- 
te& him in the execution.of his office? 
Or how is he to be preferved, by due 
Sorms of law, again the determination 
of an American jury? A tumult is ex- 
cited ;—the military is called forth ;— 
the foldicrs are infulted ;—many per- 
haps wounded, and fome even killed. 
The patience of the officers worn out, 
and in their éwn defence, they are ob- 
Jiged to give the word of command to 
fre. Therelations of tho!e who fell 
by this fire, bring on an appeal of 
blood. The American jury find the 
officers who commanded, and perhaps 
the whole corps who fired, guilty of 
wilful murder ; and then all the power 


ef the crown, Jegally exerted, is not 
able to fave the lives of thefe poor in-' 
nocent men. Pitiable fare ts fuch a 
cafe; and yet it isa cafe which would 
and mutt frequently then happen in the 
natural courte of things, according to 
our legal conititution.” 


a. The Apotocy of Theophilus 
Lindfey, M. A. om refigning the 
Vicarage of Catterick, Yorkthire. 
35. Johnfon. 

MR. Lindfey acknowledges him- 
felf to have been conneéted from the 
beginning with the petitioners to par- 
liament for redre{s in matter of fub- 
{cription ; but abfolves them of hold- 
ing the fame opinions with him, if 
there fhould be any thing to blame in 
the freedom with which .he now deli- 
vers his fentiments on fome favourite 
points. ; 

The clergy. fociety of the Feathers- 
tavern, he fays, was made up of men 
differing in opinion from each other in 
many refpeéts, but united in this, that 
fub{cription to human formularies of. 
taith was an unjutt impofition upow 
the con{ciences of men; and he ex- 
preffes his entire fatisfaétion,. that he, 
did not quit his minitry in the Church 
eftablifhed, till the mott reafonable ate 
tempts for a reformation were rejected, 
frit in the honourable Houle of Gom- 
mons, and next in the abrupt nega- 
tive put by the Governors of, the 
Church upon the application made to 
them, nameiy, that, in their opinion, 
it was neither prudent wor fafe to do 
any thing in the matter fubmitted to 
their confideration. 

Mr. Lindley divides his Apology in- 
to fix chapters: the firft connfts of am 
introduétion; the. fecond fhews. the 
ftate of the unitarian do&rine fiom 
the era of the :eformmation ; the third, 
the worfhip due to one God the Father 
only ; the fourth, the caufes of the de- 
fefion among Chriftians from the 
fimplicity of religious worfhip 5 the 
fifth, the union in God's true wor- 
fhip how to be obtained ; and the fixthy, 
the writer’s particular cafe and diffi- 
culties, of which. we cannot give a 
better relation than in the writer's own 
words : 

*¢ After the ufual time fpent at 
fchool and in the aniverfity, I entered 
into the miniftry of the gofpel, out of 
a free and delibirate choice, with @ 
full. perfuafion, that it was the beft 
way.m which I could ferve God, and 
be ufeful to man, and with an earneft 

. defve 
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defire that I might promote thefe the 
great ends of it, — 

“¢ Some things in the xxxix articles of 
our church J always difapproved; but 
I was not under any fcruples, or great 
uneafinefs on this account. I had hi- 
therto no doubts ; or rather, I had 
never much thought of, or examined 
into the do&trine of the Trinity, but 
fuppofed all was right there, 

** Some years after, many doubts 
concerning that doétrine, which had 
{prung up in ti.e mind at different times 
and from various caufes, compelled me 
to a cloter ftudy of the icriptures with 
regard to it; for the ftate of fufpenfe 
I was in was very uneafy tome. The 
more I fearched, the more I faw the 
little foundation there was for the 
do&trine commoniy received and in- 
terwoven with all the public devotions 
of the church, and could not but be 
difturbed at a- difcovery fo ill uiting 
my fituation. 

6 In the courle of time afterwards, 
in the progrefs and refult of this in- 
quiry, my fcruples wrought fo far as 
to put me upon aually taking fome 
previous fieps, with a detign to relieve 
mylelf by quitting my preferment in 
the church. What prevented this re- 
folution from taking place and being 
compleated, I go on to relate. 

«© x. Deltined early, and educated 
for the minitiry, and my heart engaged 
in the fervice, when the moment of 
determination came, I felt a reluctance 
at calting myfelf out of my profef- 
fion and way of ufefulnels, that quite 
difcouraged me. 

*¢ But ( did not enough refleét, that 
when unlawful compliances of any 
fort are required, the firft di&ates of 


conicience, which are generaily the’ 


rightelt, are to be attended to, and 
that the plain road to duty and up- 
rightnels, will always be found to 
Jead to the trueit good in the end. 

“2, Many worthy perfons, and 
fome of my own acquaintance, whofe 
opinions varicd little from mine, could 
nevertliele(s fatisty themfelves fo as to 
remain in the church aad officiate in it. 
Why then, it often occured to me, 
and others did nut {pare to remonitrate, 
why mutt I alone be fo angularly nice 
and ferupulous, as not to comp!y with 
what wiler and better men could ac- 
commodate themfelves to, but difturb 
others, ‘and diltiels myfelf, by enthu- 
fiaitic fancies, purely my own, bred 
in gloomy folitude, which by time, 
aad the free communication and un- 


folding of them to others, might be. 
difperfed and removed, and give way 
to a more chearful and enlarged way 
of thinking? It was worth the while 
to try fuch a method, and not rathly 
to take a ftep of which I might loag 
repent. 

3. It was fuggefted that I was 
not the auther or contriver of the 
things impofed and complained of... 


~ All { did was minifterial only, in fub« 


miffion to civil authority, which is, 
within ‘certain limitations, the autho- 
rity of God, and which had impofed 
thefe things only for peace and public, 
good.— That I ought not only to leave 
my benefice, but go out of the world, 
if I expe&ted a perfect ftate of things, 
in which there was no flaw or hard- 
thip.—That, if there was a general 
tendency in what was eftablifhed to 
ferve the interefts of virtue and true re- 
ligion, I ought to reft fatisfied, and 
wait for a change in other incidental 
matters that were grievous to me, but 
not generally felt by others,—That, ia 
the mean tine, I had it in my power 
to forward the defired work, by pre- 
paring men’s minds for it, whenever 
there fhould be a dilpofition in the (tate 
to re&tity what was amifs. Theiefore, 
if I could in any way of interpretation, 
reconcile the preferibed forms with the 
{cripture in my own mind, and make 
myfclf ealy, [ was wot only jultified, 
but to be commended, 


‘© Thefe confiderations all together. 
were of weight to divert me then from 
the thought of quitting my fation in 
the church, and brought me in time to 
remain tolerably quiet and eafy in it. 

‘© The methods I took to fitisfy ny 
own mind were thefe. My great dif- 
ficulty was the point of worfhip. In 
comparifon. with this, fubfcription to 
the articles, however momentous in 
itfelf, gave me then but little concern.

from the ufe of thofe technica! un/crip- 
tural names, Trinity, Perfon, Subjlance, 
cand the like, and every thing that bore 
the air of controverfy, in the pulpit, 

6° Thus { went on im the difcharge 
of my duty, till-a few years ago, 
when, from fame providential awaken- 
angs, 1 fecretly but firmly refolved to 
feek an opportuaity to reiinquilh-a fi- 
auaiion, that was now become not very 
dupportable to me. 

‘© ft appeared to me a_blameable 
duplicity, that whiit I was praying to 
the one God the Father, the people 
that heard me were led, by the Jan- 
‘guage I uled, to addrefs them{elves to 
xwo other perfons, or diftinét intel li- 
gent agents ; forthey would never fab. 
dilize fo far, as to fancy the Son and 
Holy Spirit to be merely two modes, 
or retpeéts, or relations ef God to them, 

*¢ From the firttthet Lengaged with 
the aflociated clevgy for -procuring the 
removal of fubicription to formularies 
‘of faith and dogtrine dvawn up by fal- 
dible men, I forefaw, that if no re- 
Jief was obtained, nor any pvofpes 
pened of a-reformation of the liturry 
with regard to the great objeét of wor- 
thip, or of a difpofiton to indtilge 
ajatiiude to private perfons to make 
mMifcretionary alterations in it for them- 
delves, by the .exprefs vule of holy 
dcripture; it would certainly ter-

** In this ftate of things, therefore, 
I had no choice lett, but either to 
change the public fervice of the 
church, and make it fuch as I could 
conicientioufly officiate in, or quietly 
to retire, cD 

** I could not reconcile myfelf to 
the former, becaule I looked upon the 
declaration of conformity and fub- 
feription to be fuch folemn ties, that 
1 could not be eafy under fo greatva 
vielation. of them. 

** Upon the moft calm and ferious 
deliberation, therefore, and weighing 
of every circumfance, I am obliged to 
give upany benefice, whatever I fuf- 
fer by it, unlefs I would lofe all in 
ward peace and h»pe of God's favour 
and acceptance inthe end. Somewhat 
of a tendency to an iffue of this fort, 
my friends mjy have occafionally ob- 
ferved, or rccolles&t to have heen dropt 
in converfation, or by letter: buted 
refrained from naming it dire@tly, and 
thought it became me to be filent till 
the time approached, as amy reafons 
were not anothes’s ; nor my conduéta 
rule for:theirs; nor did 1 know, or 
believe, that any one.had fuch cogent 
motives to leave his ftation and minif- 
trations at inftitution in the church as Z 
had.”

F.R.S. and S. A. claim the atten- 
tion of the public, more particularly 
as the remedy is new, ard confe- 
quently there can yet be but few trials 
to confirm its efficacy. 

BOU T twelve months fince, my 
’ lcarned friend, the reverend Doétor 
Pricfliey. fuggelted to me the trial of 
fixed air in putrid fevers, admiuiftered 
under the form of clyflers. And Ll was 
foon after favonred, by a gentleman of 
eminence in his prof:ffion at Leeds, 
with a very fatisfactory hiftory of the 
fuccefsful exhibition of this remedy. 

This encouraged me to try it in the 

following deplorabie cafe. And though 

the difeafe proved fatal to the patient, 
it fagns probable to me, and to another 
entleman of the faculty who attended 

Cn, that his life was protraéted, and 

his fuffziings mitigated, by the conti- 

nued ufe of this remedy, 

Mr. W——, aged 44,corpulent, in- 
active, with a fhort neck, and addicted 
to habits of intemperance, was attack-

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plexy. On the 8th, a bilions loofene(S 
fucceeded, with a profuie hemoirhage 
from the nofe.

The diarrhoea continued 5 
his flools were bilious and -very offen- 
five; and he complain:d of griping 
pains in his bowels. die had loft, bes 
fore [ faw him, cizht ounces of blood 
from the aun, witch was of a lax tex 
ture 3 and he had taken a faline mix. 
ture every fixth hour, Ihe followings 
draught was pretcribed, and a dote of 
rhubarb diiecied to be adminiftred at 
night.

As his ftgo!s 
‘continued foctid, the do’e of rhubarb 
was repeated 3 and, irftead of fimple 
cinnainon water, his draughis were

12. The diairhoea conitinued ; his 
ftools were involuntary, aud he dif. 
charged in this way a quantity of black, 
grumous, and: foetid hlood. Pulie 
hard and quick ; fkin hot; tongue co- 
ve‘ed with a dark fur; abdomen {wel- 
led; great fupor. ‘Ten grains of the, 
Columbo root, and fifteen of the gum- 
mi rubram aftringens were added to 
each diaught. Fixed air, under the 
form of clyfters, was injeGted every (¢- 
cond or third hour, and direGtions wire 
given to fupply the patient plentifully 
with water artificially impregnated 
with mephitic air. A blifter was allo 
Jsid between his fhoulders. 

13. The diarrhoea, continued, with 
frequent difcharges of blood ; but the 
ftools had now lott their foetor, Pulfe 
1203; great flatulence in the bowels, 
and fulaefs in the belly. The elyfters 
of fixed air always diminithed the ter - 
fion of the abdomen, abated flatulence, 
and made the patient more eafy and 
compofed for fome time after their in - 
jeftion.. They were direéted to be eon- 


tinued, 
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tinued, together with the medicated 

water. The nitre was omitted, anda 

feruple ef Confeé&t. Damocratis was 
given every fourth hour in an infufion 
of Columbo root. 

14. The diarrhoea was now checked. 
His other fymptoms continued as be- 
fore. Blifters were applied to the arms; 
and a drachm and 2 half of the tinétura 
ferpentarz was added to each draught. 

‘15. His pulfe was quicker, more ir- 
regular, and feeble, He dofed much, 
talked incoherently, and laboured un- 
der a flight degree of dyfpnoea. His 
urine, which liad hitherto affumed no 
remarkable appearance, mow became 
pale. Though he difcharged wind 
very freely, his belly was much fwel- 
led, except for a fhort time after thein- 
jeftion of the air-clyfters. ‘The fol- 
Jowing draughts were then preferibed:

Dire&tions were given to foment his 
feet frequently with vinegar and warm 
water. 

16. He has had no ftools fince the 
z4th. His abdomen is tenfe. No 
change in the other fymptoms. The 
ting. ferpent. was omitted in his 
draughts, and an equal quantity of 
tinét. rhei fpt. fubftituted in its place, 

In the evening, he had a motion to 
ftool, of which he was for the firft time 
fo fenfible as to give notice to his at- 
fendants. But the difcharge, which 
was confiderable and flightly offenfive, 
confifted alinoft entirely of blood, both 
in a coagulated and in a liquid ftate. 
His medicines were, therefore, varied 
as follows,

Red port- wine was now given more 
freely in his medicated water, and his 
nour lthment confifted of fago and falep. 

In this ftate, with very little varia- 
tion, he continued for feveral days, at 
one time coftive, and at another dif> 
charging fmall quantities of foeces, 
mixed with grumous blood. The air: 
clyfters were continued, and the aftiin- 
gents omitted. 

20. His urine was now of an am- 
ber colour, and depofited a flight fe- 
diment. His pulfe was more regular, 
and, although ftill very quick, aba- 
ted in namber ten ftrokes in a minute, 
His head was lefs confufed, and hi3 
fleep feemed to be refrefhing, No 
blood appeared in his flools, which 
were frequent, but fmall in quantity ; 
and his abdomen was lefs tenfe than 
uiual, He was extremely deaf; but 
gave rational anfwers to the few que- 
flions which were propofed to him 3 
and faid he felt no pain, 

21. He paffed a very reftiefs night ; 
his delirium vecurred; his pulfe beat 
125 firokes in a minute; and_ his 
urine was of a deep amber colour when 
firft voided, but, when cold, it affy- 
med the appearance of cow's whey. 
The abdomen was not very tenfe, nor 
had he any farther difcharge of blood. 
The air-clyfters were difcontinued, as 
his flools were not offenfive, and hig 
abdomen lefs diftended. 

22. His pulfe was new fmall, irre. 
gular, and beat 130 flrokes in a mis 
nute. The dyfpnoea was greatly in- 
creafed ; his {kin was hot, and bedew- 
ed with a clammy moifture ; and every 
fymptom feemed to indicate the ap- 
proach of death. In this ftate he con- 
tinued till evening, when he recruited 
alittle, The nextday he had fevera] 
fl'yht convullions. 

24. He rofe from his bed, and, by 
the affiltance of his attendants, walk- 
ed acrofs the chamber. Soon after he 
was feized-with a violent convulfion, 
in which he expired. 

To adduce a cafe which terminated 
fatally, as a proof of the efficacy of 
any medicine recommended to the at- 
tention of the public, may perhaps ap- 


.pear fingular; but cannot be deemed 


abfurd, when that remedy anfwered 
the purpofes for which it was intended. 
For, in the inftance befcre us, fixed 
air was employed, not with an expec- 
tation that It would cure the fever, but 
to obviate the Symptoms of putrefac- 
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fion,.and to allay the uneafy irritation 
in the bowels. The difeafe was too 
malignant, the nervous fyftem too 
violently affected, and the firength of 
the patient too much exhaufted by the 
difcnarges of blood which he fuffered, 
to afford hopes of recovery from the 
ufe of the moft powerful antifeptics. 

Rut, in the fucceeding cafe, the event 
proved more fortunate. 

Elizabeth Grundy, aged feventeens 
was attacked, on the 16th of Decem- 
ber, 1772, with the ufual fymptoms 
of a continued fever. The common 
method of cure was purfued; but the 
difeafe increafed, and foon affumed a 
putrid type. On the 23d, I found her 
Jabouring under a conftant delirium, 
with a jubfultus tendinum. Her fkin 
was hot and dry, her tongue black; 
her thirft immoderate, and her ftools 
frequent, extremely offenfive, and for 
the moft part involuntary. Her pulfe 

eat 130 ftrokes in the minute; fhe 
dofed much, arid was very deaf, I 
dire&ted wine to be adminiftered freely, 
a blifter to be applied to her back, the 
pediluvium to be ufed feveral times in 
the day, and mephitic air to be injec- 
ted under the form of a clyfter every 
two hours. The next day her ftools 
were lefs freqtient, had loft their foetor, 
and were no longer difcharged invo- 
luntarily; her pulfé was reduced to 
110 ftrokesin the minute, and her de- 
lirium was much abated. Direétions 
were given to repeat the clyfters, and 
to fupply the patient liberally with 
wine. Thefe means were affiduoufly 
purfued for feveral days ; and the young 
«woman was fo much recruited by the 
~ 28th, that the injeétions were difcon- 
tinued. She was now quite rational, 
and not averfe to medicines. A de- 
coétion of Peruvian bark was therefore 
pretcribed, by the ufe of which the 
ipeedily recovered her health.

‘© [nthis ftate of foreign affairs, you 
will have full leifiire to attend to the im- 
provement of our internal and domeftic 
fituation ; and to the profecution of mea- 
fares more immediately refpeéting the 
prefervation and advantement of the re- 
venue and commerce of the kingdom. 
Among the objects which, in this view, 
will come under your confideration, none 
can-better deferve your attention, than 
the tiate of the gold coin, which I muft 
recommend to you im a more particolar 
manner, as well on account of its very 
high importance, as of the peculiar ad- 
vantages which the prefent time affords, 
for executing, with fuccefs,; fuch meafures 
as you may find expedient to adopt with 
re{peét to this great national concern.
